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Velocity of Shot. 


Since writing my last letter, it has occurred to me to examlue 
the reports of previous trials, In order to ascertain whether they 
support or oppose my belief, that, with certain guns, an Increase 
of penetration (which can really be obtained only by Increased 
velocity In the pellets), results from reducing the charge of pow¬ 
der. I know that some persons are of opinion that the high rec¬ 
ords of penetration, or rather “ force per pellet," made on the 
force-gauge by small charges of powder, are somewhat In the 
nature of a “ fluke,” and attributable to a peculiarity of action 
in the gauge rather than the actual velocity of the pellets. I 
therefore venture to lay before your readers the results of my 
analysis of the tables of 1875 and 1878, which record the penetra¬ 
tion of paper pads with equal chargeB of shot, but different 
charges of powder. The trial of 1878 affords better means of 
comparison than Its predecessor, inasmuch as each gun was tried 
all times over, with different kinds of powder, and frequently 
with different quantities, especially in the case of Schultae lew¬ 
der. 

Taking first the trial of 1878, I Hud that the greatest penetra¬ 
tion was made by choke-bores; a gun built by Maleham for 
Messrs. Hall giving the highest average when used with 42gra. 
of Schultze. With this charge and brown paper pads of 40 sheets 
each, the average penetration lu twenty-live rounds was 25} 
sheets. With 5srs. more powder the peuetratlon from the same 
gun was only 24} sheets; and with a still larger charge (49igrs.) 
the penetration, although higher thau wllh47grs., was still much 
below that of the small charge, the average being 25». With 
black powder, the same gun averaged about 23} sheets with 3} 
drs., and about 22)- with 8drs. 

A choke-bore, made by Greener for the Schultze Company, 
gave the highest penel ration with black powder, viz., 26} sheets, 
with 8 drs. Hall's No. 6; but, as no higher charge of black 
powder was used with this gun, dlrtct comparison cannot be 
made. When, howev. r, 8} drs- of the same powder was used 
with two other guns of tbe same weight (7 lb. 3 oz.) by the 
same maker, the peuetratiou was rather less, viz. 28 sheets; and 
when Si drs. ot this powder was used with a lighter gun by 
Maleham (7 lb.), the penetration was but 19} sheets. Yet this 
last-mentioned gun averaged 27} sheets with 50 grs. Schullze; 
but with 2 grs. more of Schullze the penetration fell off to 24} 
sheets. Evidently guns have ihelr ldhwyncracles with regard to 
the kind as well as the quantity of powder they can best use; and 
It was found in this trial that gnns made for black powder fre¬ 
quently shot better with Schultze, and vice vena. 

A general survey of tbe w hole results will be best shown In 
tabular form. Each of tbe six guns was shot six times, viz., 
three times with black powder by different makers, and three 
times with Schultze, the charges being varied occasionally, as 
thought likely to produce tbe best results; but wheu a series of 
twenty-live shots was commenced with a particular charge, that 
cbaige was continued throughout the series. As some guns 
were fired with two or three different charges of black or 
Schultze powder, while with others the charges were uniform in 
successive series, the average is taken from a larger number of 
rouuds In some eases than in others, as will be seen by the fol¬ 
lowing figures:

With cylinder guns the highest penetration was made by black 
powder (3} drs of Hall's A. mixed), used In a gun made by Baker 
for the 8chultze Company—the number of sheets pierced aver¬ 
aging 25. This gun, used with 47 grs. Schultze, averaged 23 
sheets; while another, by the same maker, and of the same 
weight (7 lbs.), averaged 231 sheets with 47 grs., and 241 sheets 
with five grains less. Tbe number of varieties of black powder 
used, and tbe differences of charge, would require so elaborate a 
table, that I must content myself with these brief particulars. 

There would appear from tbe above results, with the choke- 
bores especially, to be some degree of connection between tbe 
weight of tbe gun and the amount of powder It can use with ad¬ 
vantage. Col. Whyte's guns, from which he obtalus such good 
practical results with large charges of powder, are heavy guus 
compared with their bore; and it Is possible that heavy charges 
with light guns produce a degree of vibration that breaks up the 
charge more on leaving the muzzle of the gun, and so produces 
the Irregular velocity shown by Mr. Griffith's curves. Colonel 
Whyte's guns could not have competed In the late gun trial, on 
account of their weight; his 20-bore Is nearly a pound heavier 
than one which was shot at that trial. It seems to me worthy 
of consideration whether at any future trial (seeing that pattern 
Is now excluded, except as Inflicting a penalty for Irregularity,) 
the guns should not be classed by weight rather than bore, aud 
tried mainly for penetration with different sizes of shot at differ¬ 
ent distances. 

The guns entered In 1875 were more than twice as numerous 
as this year's trial, there being at that time no live-guinea sweep¬ 
stake Introduced to limit the entry; but they were only shot with 
twelve rounds eaich Instead of twenty-five. The averages In the 
principal class (omitting guns of which the charges are not 
stated, and correcting such evident misprints as 5 dr. for 3 dr.) 
are as follows:

Tbe cylinders wero much fewer In uumber, and tbe average 

results st 40 yards were about 24} sheets with 3} drs., 23) sheets 
with 3) drs., and 35 sheets with 3 drs. 

It will be seen that the penetration at the 1875 trial was 
greater, as a rule, than at the 1878 trial—a result partly attri¬ 
butable perhaps to difference in tbe weather, but more, I believe 
to the brown paper not being equally stout and tough In both 
cases. 



JOHN DOBLER, WINNER OF THE CHAMPION SEVENTY-

A rather amusing commentary ou a recent occurrence is af¬ 
forded by this 1875 trial. Mr. Greener, in a letter In the Field 
a few weeks bock, asked Mr. Maleham to “ enlighten your read¬ 
ers upon a point that has puzzled us not a little, viz., how It Is 
that his 20-bore, having made the lowest penetration but two at 
40 yards In tbls class, registers twelve points higher at 60 yards 
than the best 20-bore. Does Mr. Maleham claim that all his 
guns hit harder at 60 yards than they do at 40, or are we to 
look upon this extraordinary performance as one of the eccen¬ 
tricities of gunnery peculiar to Sheffield only!" Mr. Maleham's 
gun, It appears, scored the highest “ force per pellet ” at 60 
yards, beating live guns that had surpassed it In the same res¬ 
pect at 40 yards. The report of 1875 shows that Mr. Greener

won the Field 40-gulnea cup with a gun which, In the final com¬ 
petition, at 40 yards made the lowest penetration but one out of 
the slz gune left In, and at 60 yards registered greater penetra¬ 
tion than any of Its competitors. Is there any reason why a 
Sheffield gun, In 1879, may not reproduce with the force-gauge 
an eccentricity In gunnery which was to successfully performed 
by a Birmingham guff wilh paper pads In 18751 T. 

[In common with our gunning readers,we are greatly Indebted 
to our correepoodente T. and Mr. Griffith for their contributions 
elucidating the ectlon of the force-gauge, and notably for their 
support of our remarks on the superior velocity given by reduced 
chargee of powder over the exoreslre chargee which tbe brown 
peper teat bad brought Into use. On the 14th of September, 1878, 
while Introducing tbe force-gauge In Ita erode state to public 
notice, we stated aa follows: " With thla machine we have been 


able to obtain highly satisfactory results, and we think It may 
really be considered to fill the gsp which has so long been a de¬ 
sideratum among sportsmen . We have tested half a dozen guns 
In It by different makers, and we find that we can readily arrive 
at their average strength of shootlDg; whereas tbe old brown paper 
test only gave tbe accidental force of three pellets, which some¬ 
times were very far above the average of the charge. Now it Is 
useless to have three strong pellets surrounded by a multitude of 
weak ones, and yet this Is wbat often occurs without detracting 
from the character of the gun. We And that an Increase of powder 
above a certain charge will frequently give tbls exceptional force 
to a few pellets, while the average force is at tbe same time not 
only not Increased, but it la absolutely reduced- Of course tbls 
average may be arrived at by counting the perforations In every 
one of the brown paper sheets; but the task is an endless one, 
and in counting ten pads last week we occupied ourselves for more 
than three hours. We were led Into this irksome performance in 
comparing our lie* machine, with the brown paper pads, each 
being shot at by the same charge. Usually there was a corres¬ 
pondence, but occasionally the divergence w-as so remarkable that 
In order to arrive at the cause, we were obliged to ascertain the 
average penetration of the whole of tbe pellets striking the pads, 
and in doing an discovered the frequency of the variation to which 
we have alluded.'' Since that time we have fired many thousand 
shots, both at brown paper and the force-gauge, continuing the 
above conclusions according to our own Judgment; but undoubt¬ 
edly It Is highly satisfactory to us to have the support of such 
scientific aud car. ful observations as we have been favored with 
by our correspondents, who, though they have arrived at the 
same end, have worked through a different road, and are not even 
known to one another.—E d.1 —London Field.

give them the discipline they will so much need in the coming 
arduous days of Fall work on game. 

Beside busying one's Belt 111 caring for the articles of virtu 
with which every sportsman Is wont to cumber himself, we can 
profitably and pleasantly review our own reminiscences by flood 
and field, fight over the battles of years and campaigns agone, we 
farther ransack our libraries for the sporting classics, aud con 
over the lore of the great minds, many of whom lived in the long 
ago, and were wont to turn from the gun to the rod, and from 
both to the peu, with equal facility and expertnese. While we 
can never lose sight of such works as “ Forester’s," which really^ 
form the superstructure of our sporting literature, there are other 
and more modern candidates for favor, which If they lack the 
flavor of antiquity, have mertte of their own, and lu their own 
way, which enable one to while many idle, bappy hours away in 
communion with their authors, who with peculiar vividness of 
word painting, and easy, fluent diction carry the reader over the 
scenes depicted with a magnetic influeuce that comes only from 
truth and culture. 

8uch a one we find to the new publication of our genial friend 
John Lyle King, of Chicago, entitled, “ Summer Wayfaring In 
the Northern Wilderness”—which, while it makes no pretensions 
toward the dignity of a reference manual on sport, Is, as Its title 
Indicates, the narration of a Summer outing, or rather “outings," 
forseversl are spoken of in the wilds of Northern Wisconsin, 
participated in by a jolly party of Chicago lawyers, who were out 
In search of rest, appetites and exercise, all of which were found 
In such quantities as nature ever bestows on her loving votaries 
who are willing to forego the conveniences of civilization to a 
large extent, and encounter .such vicissitudes and hardships as 
are only to be found In the depths of the primeval wilderness,and 
which always go band in baud with the search for sport that 
seems to unite us into one common brotherhood, leveling to a 
large extent all society distinctions, reared by wealth and posi¬ 
tion. 

In tbe neat little volume above referred to, bound in an at¬ 
tractive dress, extremely neat and tasty In its mechanical execu¬ 
tion, the author gently transports one far away from the cares of 
business to a land of fresh green scenery, rocks, hills, trout 
streams babbllug and chalterlug over stony shallows, the abode 
of the mild-eyed deer, the whirring and less timid grey wolf, 
found only where civilized man la sparing of bia despoiling pres¬ 
ence. 

We read of sport wltnout butchery and wasteful excesses, 
but rather that manliness of spirit which prompts tbe follower 
of the gentle craft to return the finny captives to their native 
element, after an abundance la obtained, and that fills the heart 
with compassion for the dying deer, lifting Its liquid eyes Im¬ 
ploringly to Its captor. 

Although bla narrative la gentle and gentlemanly, we find 
nothing tiresome or prosaic about It, but rather a desire after 
closing it to take the author by that warm haud of fellowship, 
ever ready of offer, by one of the fraternity to another. Incident, 
Jest,and anecdote are pleasingly mingled with solid description of 
tbe various phases of camp life, toe wilderness, tbelr various 
adventures In the by-ways of our country. The customary short¬ 
age of provisions, caused, aa tbe author explains by sadly mis¬ 
calculating the existing relations between supply and demand, 
and Ignoring the fact one eats In tbe woods about four times as 
much aa at home. A conclusion that can only be successfully 
arrived at by a practical demonstration, and now while we feel 
our inability to notice all of Its good poiuts, we reluctantly take 
leave of the book, very much In tbe manner that we feel wu would 
take leave of the author, or near acquaintance, after a long aud 
friendly chat. Abb Dacotah.

New York city In Bummer Is the home of the excursion. Big 
end little, to old places and new, the Ingenuity of the owners of 
the excursion steamers la ever on the strain for novelty of attrac¬ 
tion In order to gather a rushing, hungry, thirsty and perspiring 
crowd on board their craft.

Balts for all kinds of gudgeons, but the “ two hours 
cod-flshlng, from 4 to 0 a. m. 1 ’ and ,r off Block Island," which, 

In letters of blue and gold, was said to be "the most famous of 
all cod-flshlng localities,” was the cause of our parting with four 
good and lawful dollars for a bit of pasteboard entitling the 
holder to behold “Newport, the wealthiest city In America,” and 
the other shows, all under one canvas and for one price of ad¬ 
mission. Alas I those good four dollars; had they been bad ones 
we would not now be mournlug their loss and refusing to be 
comforted because they are not. Our good ship sailed on Friday 
night, a “ palatial steamer,” and according to the programme 
she' gaily floated on the bosom of the sound.” We turned In 
after tipping the chambermaid'a quarter, saying: “If you’re 
waking call me early, call me early, mother dear, for I fain would 
get my tackle out when the lighthouse doth appear,” and she 

It was quite dark when the steamer stopped, and Block Island 
light, like a huge unblushing cyclops, stared at us, while on the 
other side Montauk Point light gave us a wink occasionally, 
which we were not bright enough at that hour to Interpret.

It hadn't been In the water two minutes, 
when, I hope I’ll never be shot, if I didn't book the superin¬ 
tendent, a great big old flounder. That broke up the school.” 
Montauk light again winked feebly In the growing dayllght,and we 
went below to seek comfort from the steward. Of the remainder 
of the trip we pref> r to say little, the charm was gone. The 
people of Newport, “America’s most aristocratic town,” had no 
Idea that we were to honor their city by a visit, and when they 
learned that we had actually borrowed four dollars todothem this 
honor (we did not mention the codflshing) they wunted to Illu¬ 
minate, and set the bells and cannon pealing.

Irregular disor¬ 
der over head, tbelr stlvery-edged heights pulling one In mind of 
far-off ridges of snow-tipped mountains, lit up by the rays of a 
harvest moon. Hedges covered with a wondrous profusion of 
sweet-smelling wild roses, looked dark in contrast to a vivid 
background of tenderest greens and greys, whilst, lar as tbe 
eye could reach, the solemn woods and towering battlements of 
the castle of old Windsor lay bathed In the rosy, mellow light of 
as lovely a sunset as ever made glad tbe spirit of an anxious fish¬ 
erman. I had not been so happy for many a day, and shouldered 
my pack with a lightsome, glad heart., secure in the reflection 
that at last I was In for “ a good thing” In the shape of a longed- 
for slice of Summer weather, and some rattling good fishing; for, 

If the barbel are on, thought 1, It’s myself knowe to a tick where 
to get them. Never, however, was I more mistaken. 

Radiantly beautiful looked the dancing, glittering river, cov¬ 
ered with tens of thousands of ripples and eddies, circling In fitful 
shape for a brief Instant aud then vanishing, as I struck the tow¬ 
ing path hard by Bray Lock after a wet ami muddy tramp down 
the long lane leading from the Btatlon; ami I do not know that 
I ever saw so rich a growth of the common objects of the river 
side. In the shape of u charming variety of wild flowers and 
plants, In my life before. Here grew great groups of the gigantic 
water dock, that terrible foe to a banksmau’s tackle, rearing Its 
towering head of foliage, while at every hand a spike-headed 
tuft of the brilliant loose strife uods and bends Its graceful shaft of 
rich crimson bloom amongst thousands of quivering reeds and 
spear-shaped rushes, bravely stemming the high current, as It 
sweeps with Impetuous force round bends and tiny tn'and bays, 
that should, in the proper order of thlugs, be soft only under foot, 
with a little forest of turquoise forget-me-nots peeping slyly from 
oug cavernous depths of deep green and waxen leaves, a glor¬ 
ious carpet of Dame Nature’s special weaving. Further on the 
meadow crane's bill, with Its charming luxuriance of quaintly-cut 
foliage, together with Ivy-leaved snapdragon bearing a profusion 
of yellow-throated flowers of a mingled shade of violet and 
plum-color, rivet one’s attention, and presently the air is filled 
with the sweet odor of large clumps of the flowering willow herb, 
which I have heard called “ codlings and cream" by country folks 
In many out of-the-way places, from a supposed similarity of the 
smell of tbe flowers, and the refectlou, whatever it may be, just 
Indicated. Ah, brother fisherman, you are a lucky fellow after 
all, and If only upon some day, when among the sweet soul-refresh¬ 
ing solitudes of the river and streamlet, with feet burled amongst 
“ blossoms flaunting In the eye of day, tremulous leaves with 
soft and silver lining," one can only bring one's self to obey the 
Divine Injunction to “ Couslder the lilies of the field, bow they 
grow,” and to reflect that one day must bring with It universal 
decay, the turbulence of every hour’s existence will be the surer 
met end quieted, the troubled heart and weary mlud of a toller 
laboring at the oar upon life’s dull and heavy stream, will be the 
more certain to find a harbor of refuge, and whether It be Sun¬ 
day or a week day, rely upon It It has been a day well spent- 
“ No," said Bob, as he poled me across tbe swift stream, and 
In response to a query put to him, “ there’s nobody been out, 
consequently there alnt been no fish caught. Have I seen the bar¬ 
bel jumping! Lord bless you, yes! Why, they’re all over the 
shop, as. the sayln' Is, and one day the water’s right, and another 
day its wrong. Here It Is to-nlght, you see, and a rlsln' like 
mad, beastly color, too, a sort of a beery look about it, as I can’t 
make out.” 

“ No, nor any one else, either," I replied, somewhat damped 
with Bob’s Half testy, wholly hopeless kind of manner, and 
knowing well from experience that If there was a chance of 
good sport he was as keen as anyone. “ When did you have 
heavy rain last!”

" Wrong for once, Master Robert, at any rate," was one of 
my first thoughts as 1 opened my eyes in the morning, and fouud 
that day was waking up with a misty grey look about the sky, 
and the Indlstluctly seen meadows, from which the white mists 
were rising in heavy rolling wreaths of vapors .that surely au¬ 
gured line weather, if anything could do so. The tall poplars 
shivered slightly In the first breath of the morning gale, and that 
to my delight blew plump from the South. A black blrd.the only 
one of his tribe’ awake so early, piped aud tootled out a mellow 
hymn to tbe eye of day, slowly opening in the east, with loug 
streaks of yellowish light, like ghostly Ungers pointing out the 
way to piscatory glory, which seemed to have a chorus of 
“Right you are, flsh will bite," which once again lit up the lam¬ 
bent flame of hope within my bosom, that glorious Inspiration 
which goes so far to add to the happiness of the loved old sports 
of tbe angler. , , 

Didn't 1 crow over Bob, when, after routing him out of his lair, 
he came tumbling down stairs, with half-opened eyes, and after 
fumbling about a bit got the mop, and prepared to put the punt 
straight and ship-shape for the day. “ How about rain now, 
Bob!" said I, gleefully, a* I pointed to the east, glowing with 
golden streaks of light, and patches of pearl grey splashed with 
faint oraugo color. "Looks all right, I’ll admit,” said Bob, 
“ but you can’t rely upon looks nowadays. I shouldn't be a bit 
surprised (f we had some snow. You’ll have some milk before 
you start, sir!" “ Rather, Bob, I think I will,” and I soou after 
ward bad my nose deep down In a beaker of milk fresh from the 
cow-stalls across the river, that did me more good than any 
quantity of B. and B. could have done after a late sitting In 
Babylon. Then we started, floating slowly down with the cur 
rent, peat any quantity of splendid chuff boughs, and a balf-sub 
merged forest of tangled rush and sedge, which looked to be, and 
doubtless was, the home of many a fierce pike, reepleodent In 
olive green, deep bronxe, and lawny yellow, spotted from the tip 
of his long-fanged snout to the root of bis broad tall, with 
creamy gold patches, one of which If It ware possible 
to mount In a setting of a dull dead gold, and at the 
time preserve It* color, as It flashes and shlm- 
In the sun when the flsh la first brought to bank, would 


form a gloriously beautiful neck ornament for the full round 
bosom of a daughter of the sunny South, such a one as some of 
us I doubt not have seen Idling listlessly lu the heat of noontide 
round a street fountain In some of the towns of old Spain, with 
shapely head and glossy, raven-hued tresses, covered with a 
brilliant scarlet handkerchief, contentedly munching ripe melons 
and quaffing draughts of cool fair water. 

When we got to the swim which Bob had baited, a good sharp 
run round a deep bank, and perhaps, under usual conditions of 
some five or six feet In depth, we found that there was at least a 
foot more water than we anticipated, and it was a work of no 
little labor to get the rye-pecks In, for the bottom was as hard as 
Iron. Then, Instead of one small bullet on tbe leger I was com¬ 
pelled, In spite of using the finest running tackle, to substitute a 
very heavy lead, so as to keep my worm on the bottom at all. 
This I didn’t like, for of all the fruitful sources of smashes when 
legering with the tackle, and particularly for barbel, commend 
me to a lead that feels like a quarter of a hundred weight wheD 

one lifts It. . 

Throwing very gingerly from my reel, I felt tbe inoiiiter bul* 
let bump on the bottom, and drew the line taut Five minutes 
afterward my top bent slightly, and striking still more delicately, 

I booked my first fish, and a barbel beyond all doubt, that came 
straight up stream quietly enough until he neared the puntwhen 
he dashed downward, making the reel scream out, and once on 
the bottom It didn’t seem as though I could ever get him up 
again. Ho was not a big one by any means, short of four pounds 
to a certainty, yet In that tremendous stream, .with such gossa¬ 
mer stuff as I had on to hold him with, he gave me all my work to 
do, and, believe me, when Bob got the net under him at last, my 
wrist ached above a bit. “ First blood, sir,” says Bob, as he 
splashed Into the well; “we ought to wet him for good luck.” 
‘•So we will, then,” I replied, pleased with the opening bit of fun; 
thus we each hod a tot of Lome, which did me a power of good, 
and ten minutes afterward I was fast In another barbel, as game 
os his relative In the well, where he soon went to keep him com¬ 
pany, and to doubtless mourn over the deceptive qualities of 
modern lob-worms. 

All this time the wind had been blowing straight up stream. 
Suddenly it shifted, and blew from the exactly opposite quarter. 
Not a bite did I get from that moment, and presently tbe sky 
clouded over, and down fell a pitiless torrent of rain, which half 
swamped the punt In a very short space of time. Bob said never 
a word, nor I to him, but I felt he was grinning behind my back, 
half pleased that his prognostications as to the weather had 
turned out right, although I knew him too well to suppose for a 
moment that he was anything but sorry for a change which was 
likely to work disastrous results upon what seemed like a prom¬ 
ising opening. • 

Down It came with a vengeance, a gale also Instantly rising, 
until in a few moments It blew a hurricane of wind, cold, gusty, 
and miserable, that made our craft grunt and groan upon her 
moorings to the stout poles,which every now and then bent down 
to the fierce blasts of wind and heavy strain of the water, In such 
a fashion as promised to root them up speedily. 

"Come along, Bob," I called out. In dreadfully dismal tones, 
I’m afraid, as I sat huddled up under the folds of my trusty 
Woolgar, a coat which would, I verily believe, keep out the wet 
If one were sitting under the falls of Niagara Itself, "Come 
along, this Is not half good enough, let us get home to break¬ 
fast.” Up came the poles, and sturdy Bob soon had his craft 
under the lea of the opposite shore, where we got a little shelter 
from the wiud and rain. Then be pushed slowly and laboriously 
up 6tream, the punt's nose set straight for hot coffee, gammon 
rashers, kldneyB, and ncw-lald eggs. 

After a hearty meal, discussed with such an appetite as a 
sportsman given to rising at daybreak alone wots of, we started 
again for the barbel swim in somewhat better weather, In the 
possession, however, of remarkably small hopes, for I felt assured 
that the morning’s sudden storm would Btop them biting. 1 was 
right, for beyond one or two small “ tinkers" I did nothing, and 
made up my mind to leave them until the evening, occupying 
the rest of the day with chubblng under the boughs. I ain at 
this moment just getting in the vein for a description of what 
was done, and of the doings of sundry other jolly fellows, whom 
I met upon the river later in the day. A youth, however, up to 
his eyebrows In ink, has just been up to tell me " that the gov¬ 
ernor said I was to please cut the polry short this week, as there 
woru't much room.” I must, therefore, defer further doiugs on 
tbe full and flowing bosom of old Father Thames, only a little 
bit of "polry” to wind up with please, until another opportu¬ 
nity—J. P. W., In Bdl's l*Je. 


Arctic Whalers. 


Dealers In whalebone and oil are awaiting with much Interest 
the arrival In San Francisco of the Arctic trader General Har¬ 
ney, looked for within ten days. This vessel was despatched 
from the Golden Gate In May last with stores to the twenty 
whalers cruising In tbe northern waters, and to bring back their 
season’s catch of oil and bone. Seventeen of the fleet are New 
Bedford vessels; the other three are from San Francisco, so that 
the General Harney’s arrival has something of a loeal Interest. 
Just now there are fifteen whalers at the wharves in New Bed¬ 
ford, and should the news from the Arctic be that a small catch 
had been taken, these Idle whalers will probably all be dismantled 
and be laid up until early next Spring, when, if the markets Im¬ 
prove, they will be fitted for the usual three years’ cruise. There 
are at present 186 vessels, all told, engaged In whale fishery, 
against 668 lu 1854. New Bedford continues to lead In the busi¬ 
ness. Counting the ten Scotch steam whalers now at work In 
Baffin’s Bay, not more than twenty-live are from seaports out¬ 
side of New Bedford. It may be interesting to recall that when 
tbe busluess was at its height in 1854, New Bedford fitted out 
419, Nantucket 47, 1’rovlucetown 87, Falrhaven 49, and New 
London 55. The previous vear the receipts of bone were 5,652,- 
300 pounds, against 807,359 lu 1878, the prices rangtog In 1853 
from 34 to 40 cents, against 13.50 to 83 the present season. 
The receipts of oil were, in 1854, 208,000 barrels, agalust 40,000 
In 1878. In this year of heavy receipts there were 552 vessels 
in the Arctic fisheries. There Is very little change In the whal¬ 
ing grounds outside of the Arctic seas. Tbe whales run down 
early In the Summer Into the southern latitudes to "calve,” but 
In returning they keep very much closer to the Ice, aud in the 
Arctic run under and alongside the fields and bergs. For twenty 
years the whalers had not followed the flsh west of Point Bar- 
rows, but in 1875 the fleet went as far as Camden Bay, and four 
of tbe vessels were abandoned, since which time not a vestige of 
these vessels has beeu met with. Tbe fleet has never been so 
f* r west since, Harrison’s Bay being considered well to the west¬ 
ward. But as New Bedford parties are now building a steam 
Arctic whaler at Bath, Me., the first of this clan ever sent from 
the United Slates, there may be a great change In the Arctic 
flshlug grounds, and a more economic method of following the 
schools discovered. This steamer will lit away In September. It 
will go direct to and cruise along both coasts of Patagonia, 
where the whaling this season has been unusually flue; thence 
It will run up along the off shore and the line grounds, touching in 
at San Francisco, after cruising through the Society and Sand- 
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wlch Intends, discharging the catch, and by June nett It will d( 
steam directly Into the Arctic seas. »« 

The Indian Ocean Beet and the two vessels of the New Zea- ti 
tend coast have been fairly successful, but the sperm season of 
the west coast of New Holland, in Australia, and the catch iu to 
the vicinity of the Desolation Islands, southeast of Africa, at iu 
last accounts were poor. It Is In the test named locality, and fc 
also In the Indian Ocean, that the whalers look Iu each catch for in 
that knot of diseased Intestines known as ambergris, which la 
weighs from fort* to two hundred pounds, and Is usually more 
valuable than the whole cargo of oil and bone. The last lot 01 
brought Into New Bedford was on the Caroline Gibbs, 125 in 
pounds. The whale was taken off the Tristan Islands, In the 01 
South Atlantic, and the lot was sold for $25,000 to a Boston t< 
druggist. It may be Interesting to know that this most dlsa- cl 
greeatile stuff Is used In the manufacture of perfumes. New 
Bedford outfitters claim that uuless a vessel cau take 2,500 bar- Ir 
rels of sperm oil In three years oil fishing will not pay. As few tc 
have reached this quantity In the voyages ending the past year, ir 
more attention Is being given to catching the right whale in the w 
Arctic, In which the bone Is more valuable. The consumption o 
of sperm oil has been abridged principally by the Introduction of a 
lard oil. Nothing would so rejoice the sordid heart of i whale- N 
man as a hog cholera at the West. The failure of the menhadeu t 
season this Summer Is a bit of eucouragement to holders of li 
humpback and similar classes of whale oil. This Is a thick oil a 
that does not strain clear, and Is largely used by tanners and cur- w 
rlers. The oils taken in the South seas are somewhat similar, h 
but the Arctic oils are clear and limpid, and are used both for 5 
burning and lubricating purposes. Sperm oil Is used almost ex- » 
clusively as a spindle lubricant, the English spinners taking from ( 
us about 20,000 barrels a year. Last Fall, when the catch was K 
large and the market dull, prices fell off to eighty-five cents, ri 
This seemed so very low that Englishmen came over and fl 
bought on speculation out of New Bedford about 15,000 barrels 
at. elghty-lwo cents. But the market has since receded to sev- fi 
enty-tlve cents, with a stock of about 50,000 barrels on hand, and 
the spinners at Oldham and other large English manufacturing 
centers are idle on account of a strike. The sale of whalebone Is 
very large in Paris ai dJBcrlin,where the leading moditUe make wo¬ 
men's costumes an art. Since the long trains have beeu fash¬ 
ionable the sales of bone that will cut ten feet lengths have com¬ 
manded extra prices. Whalebone runs from four to ten feet long t 
and Is now worth $2 50 per pound. A substitute has been at- h 
tempted In the horn from Australian oxen. The greatest lengths a 
of these run to seventeen Inches and they sell at $1 a pound, a 
but this horn, notwithstanding the care lu Its preparation, on c 
being used gives out a disagreeable odor. 

The result of this season’s whaling will be known between the “ 
1st and 15lh of November, but whether there will be anything to 
lavor an advance or a further decline is not even speculated upon “ 
by New Bedford outfitters. One of the last voyages settled up 
at New Bedford did not yield a dollar of cash to the crew, and 
their advance and modest purchases during the cruise actually 
brought them Indent to the owners, ltseems very hard thatover 
three years' Bevere work should not yield eleven men more than a 
modest fare and cheap wearing apparel. Whaling Is doueon the 
co-operative plan. The owners furnish the vessel, fit-out and 
food for two-thirds, and the officers and ere « do the work for one- ‘ 
third, and settlement is made on the return at the current 
market price for oil and bone when landed at the wharf. Among 
the ship’s officers and men the division la on the value of the 
whole cargo, ns follows: The captain has one-slxleenth; flret 
mate,a twenty-fourth; second mate, thirty-fifth; third mate, one- 
fiftieth; boat steerers, one-eightieth to one-nlnetleth; ordinary 
seamen, one one-hundred and sixtieth to one one-hundred and 
seventieth, and green bands, "ne one-hundred and ninetieth to 
one two-hundred and tenth. The advances at the outset of the I 
voyage are: First mate, *100; second mate, *175; third mate, 
*150; seamen, *125; and green hands, *100. A chest containing 
clothing and tobacco, etc., is put on board, out of which 
the men replace their worn out or lost clothing at an ad¬ 
vance of about fifty per cent on the cost. For Instance, a coat 
costiug *6 Is sold out of the chest for *» Notwithstanding the 
dangers of the business and Its very poor returns there are large 
numbers of men now banging about New Bedford waiting for the 
expected Arctic news, in the hope of a chance to ship on the 
cruises that may possibly be made Into the South Atlantic and 
Pacific.— Boston (.1 fan.) Advertiser. 

Among the Ureeu Mountains of Vermont.

Editor Chicago Fiblh:—I spent the month of June fishing 
and visiting my native place (Saxton's River) among the Green 
Mountains of Vermont. Thinking some of my fishing excur¬ 
sions alter the speckled trout would be of Interest to some of the 
many readers of your ever-welcome paper, I send you this article. 

Most of the brookB In Vermont have the followlog notice 
posted near them; ” No fishing allowed on these premises." 
And the farmers are quite strict In regard to the enforcement of 
the law, letting but few persons fish; but I found no difficulty, 
being well acquainted. They were all willing to let me fish. 
That I Improved the opportunity will he seen by the amount of 
trout I caught, 71)5 In less than three weeks, and not fishing 
every day. 

After an rarly breakfast on the morning of June 10, my 
uncle, two cousins and myself, started for 8tratton Mountain, 
about thirty-lwo miles west of Saxton's River. It was a very 
warm and dusty day. and we were glad enough when we reached 
Wardsborrow Cl'y, to put up at the hotel kept by Mr. Waite 
(brother to Judge Waite, of Geneseo, III.) He Is quite an en¬ 
thusiastic fishermen, and knows Jnet how to get up an A No. I 
dinner for hungry travelers. While waiting here he entertained 
us with several accounts of his fishing exploits, one of which was 
the catching of a two and a half pound trout, under the bridge 
within a stone’s throw of bis hotel. 

Horses ready, we were soon off with great expectations, and 
could already see (In Imagination) the large strings of fish we 
were going to catch. Arriving at the Uvern, formerly kept by 
Mr. Wyman, but now by Mr. A. B. Rawson, about five o’clock, 
we were not long In donning our rubber boots, and with Mr.

THE CHICAGO FIELD 


We • ter led the question for the purpoee of Inducing observa¬ 
tion, haring no tbeortea to prove or disprove, and have not beard 
much from It yet dome English readers of the Chicago Field 
bare sent the question along, and one of them sends us the fol¬ 
lowing from the Condon Hone: 

The old writers on angling, especially Walton, had a mini her of qneer 
magical receipts fur alluring trout. Among tbu various rather nasty 
compounds, In which "Ivy oil" played apart, we do not remember that 
a heron's breast was an lugredlent, vet If M. Nuury, who has lately 
written ou the matter, understands hla subject, there Is nothlug that 
attracts trout so much as the breast of the heron. In the streams Risle, 
Eure, Ithon, and Tonquc, that solitary angler, the heron, has ucarly 
exterminated the trout Many of ns have watched the palteut hml watt¬ 
ing for his prey, but It has liev.n left for M. Notin' to discover how he 
attracts the flab. The heron wades Into the water till It reaches Its breast, 
una, when trout pass, dlvea down oo them with Ita hill. Them Is a pleas- 
lug bird to be seen In some aviaries of which visitors are wurned by the 
attendant Hint “'e always bairns at the heyo." The heron Is less par¬ 
ticular, and spits the trout where and how he can. But why do the 
trout not give him a wide berth; why do they actually make. If M. 
Nuury Is right, for the place where the heron has taken his stand! The 
reason Is this: " Beneath the skin of the breast on the heron are certain 
small reservolra which secrete a fatty matter that the animal can 
exude at pleasure." This substance has a smell offensive to ns, but 
peculiarly pleasant lo trout. The unfortunate flnh go to look for the 
source or their favorite delicacy, aud then the heron Is down ou them. 

If the breast of a heron be placed in a trout-trap the latter will soon 
bo hill uf-ttsb, no matter how largo it Is.” 

Perhaps It is scarcely right lo circulate the story, for we shall have 
disloyal balt-Asbers keeping herons' breasts In their worm bags One 
or two experiments will decide the question. 

We Incline to the opinion that zoological gardens are the place 
where this could be best proved or disproved, and suggest to 
some of our friends to investigate this subject In them. 

A Salmon Cauoht in tub Geneses. —The Rochester Union 
records the capture of a salmon near that city as follows: 
“ Cornelius Thayer of this city was fishing with a scoop net In 
the Geneeee river, below the Lower Falls, and In one of bis dips 
caught a very fins specimen of the celebrated Kennebec salmon, 
which weighs ten pounds aud three quarterage thirty Inches long, 
and seventeen Inches and a half In girth. Thayer recognized the 
fish as a stranger, but he did not know what It was until he took 
It to Seth Green, who Immediately saw that It was a genuine 
salmon of the breed originally found in the Kennebec rlyer, 
Maine. The New York State Fish Commissioners began to pro¬ 
pagate this breed of salmon at the Caledonia hatchery six years 
ago, and liberated quantities of the fry In the Genesee river. 
They In time went over the falls, and following their well-known 
Instinct went to salt water by the St. Lawrence river, returning 
annually to the waters where they were bred. The fish in ques¬ 
tion was In fine condition, having the well-known pink or sal¬ 
mon-colored flesh, admired of anglers and epicures. It was evi¬ 
dently seeking the headwaters of the Genesee to spawn, as It 
was found full of roe. The falls present an unBurmountable 
barrier to going above the city, and It was undoubtedly seeking a 
proper spawning bed when taken In the net." 

Purse Nets.— Rochester, N. Y.— Editor Chicago Field: — Fish¬ 
erman, of Tom's river, N. J, Is right as to the result of purse 
net fishing for menhaden, for they are not only sure to extermi¬ 
nate the family of menhaden, but the young of all other kinds of 
fish In that locality. When the menhaden are gone the hlueflsh, 
and all other kinds that lire on that family of fish, will leave 
your shores, and then when the purse net men hare caught your 
menhaden until they are so scarce that It does Dot pay them, 
they will get up steam and go where they are plenty, and they 
know just where to go, for they have been looklog It up all the 
tlmo they have been cleaning the fish out of your waters. They 
know as well how long It will take them to clean yonr waters of 
menhaden as you know the time of the year to expect a run of 
shod. Menhaden Is the natural food for the blue fieh and striped 
bass and many other klndit of fish, and If the tnenhaden are taken 
all of the above kinds will live on yoUDg shad, herring, mackerel, 
and many other kinds of fish that would grow to be marketable 
Blze. I think the government should lake some action and pass 
laws stopping the taking of menhaden to make oil. 

Fisherman, you cannot betooqulck loshowlng the government 
the true state of things, as It will not take but a few years to 
clean out your fishing. Seth Green. 

Fishino on Lono Island. —New York.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—The fishing In Great South Bay and ou the south side of Long 
Island has been excellent this Summer. Several trips to Patcb- 
ogue have been successful. All kinds of fishing Is done there 
with all kinds of halt and tackle. For myself I prefer chumming 
for blucfisb, for, as you say, there Is more sport to be got from 
this style of fishing than In the laxy ‘'squlddlng.” In some 
places on the Jersey coast bait Is hard lo procure and so chum¬ 
ming cannot be practiced, but at Patcbogue there are several 
persons who make a business of furnishing “ chum.'’ Mr. Lewis 
Homan has a large boat anchored lu the channel where he keeps 
everything required, and oue day last week s friend and myself 
took twenty-seven fine ones. Blueflah do not seem to be diminish¬ 
ing much In uurobera notwithstanding the talk about the oil fac¬ 
torial destroying ill their food. We saw persons taking weakflah 
and shoepsbead, bat while the hlueflsh can be caught they are the 
fish for me. No fish, not excepting a salmon, has the fight In 
him that the hlueflsh has, aud those who take him with a light 
line experience a thrill of excitement that others who lug him Id 
on a big hand line never dreamed of. A. R. ,T. 


The Salmon ov the Dee. —The Dee Is wonderfully full of 
salmon. In 1451 Pope Nicholas V. (had he traveled In Scotland!) 
Issued a bull, expressly sanctioning Ashing for salmon In the Dee 
on Sundays. The Pope, however, stipulated that the first salmou 
taken on a Sunday should be presented to the parlab church. Sun¬ 
day fishing grew unpopular. There was a great earthquake at 
.Aberdeen In 1508, which was considered to be a judgment on 
Sunday salmon-fishing; and the fishers were solemnly rebuked. 
Still the fishing Is at the present day capiiclona and uncertain. 
In Bummer weather the stream will run too shallow for fishing. 
When the waters rise, the fish rise too- The salmon are curious 
fish, reminding os of the fables told of the ostrich; when they 
bide their heads they seem to suppose themselves safe. In these 
waters the angler can see the bodies of large salmon projecting 
from sunken rocks, the head being bidden away, anil can ap¬ 
proach without disturbing them. You may see very fine salmon 
In the Aberdeen market which have been taken from the Dee, 
though the hlgh«at prizes of the rod have not recently been taken 
from Ita waters .—Condon Society. 


A Turtli 179 Years Old.— We received a turtle a few days 
since which was marked on hla back the date of 1700, and also 
the Spanish eoahof-arraa, Indicating that thla old resident was In 
existence one hundred and seventy-nine years ago. What changes 
this old fellow of the deep has seen. The Has and fall of empires, 
and the continent on which be partly lived, emerging from the 
thraldom of despotism, with the rlee of a republic that has be¬ 
come the great conservator of freedom, the advancement of civ¬ 
ilisation and the glory of the world. A few worda In Spaolah on 
tba shell were translated, which eayi “Caught In 1700 by Her 
man da Gomes, lo the St Sebastian, and waa carried to Matenaaa 
by Indian*; from there to the Groat Wektva," (which la now 
the St John's river). On Tuesday, the 17th of June, the turtle 
was turned adrift In tba St John's river, at Palatka, with the In¬ 


scription on hit back: “ Eastern Herald, Palatka. Florida, 1879." 
It may be supposed that by thla time the old fellow has scented 
salt water and gone over the bar at high tide, and probably a few 
generations bence rosy take him np at a Spanish port on the 
other aide .—Palatka (Fla.)

Barneoat Notes.— Kinsey’s Ashley House, July 80th.—The 
net-men have played havoc with our sbeepahead fishing on the 
old gTOUDds for the past ten days. Constant hauling over the 
grounds have driven thefh off to pastures new. Poor men who 
make tbelr living by hand-lines, and who cannot afford to pur¬ 
chase nets, are complaining bitterly. Some four davs ago how¬ 
ever they struck new ground* Dearer the eoulh side of the Inlet, 
aud they are congratulating themselves that the depth of water 
will not permit of the use of nets. Yesterday fortrnltie were 
taken by seven boats. Sea base, of which there was a falling off 
for a few days, shows a marked Improvement, and the usual 
scores are being made. Mr. Nathan Middleton scored Dear one 
hundred yesterday; weakflah—never more plenty—one hundred 
per boat being no unusual catch. Blueflsh a little slack yet. F.

Mr. Evarts and the Fisheries Question.— In anticipation 
of an early opening of the North American fishery question, Mr. 
Evarts will request that an American naval vessel be sent to 
cruise on the Inshore fishing grounds of the Dominion. Inform¬ 
ation of a recent date has already been obtained to clearly 
demonstrate the extravagance of the award of the Halifax tribu¬ 
nal. The object of the presence of an American vessel Is to secure 
the latest Information respecting these fisheries as s basis of 
future negotiations with Great Britain. The position taken by 
Mr. Evarts In his correspondence on the sward, and In connection 
with the payment of the $5,500,000, was fully endorsed by the 
Senate In December last, and a resolution then passed recom¬ 
mended the abrogation of the fishery clauses of the treaty of 
Washington. This po-ltlon has been advocated by the Chicago 
Field ever since the Halifax award was first made public. 

Salmon Disease.— An English writer in a recent article says: 
The salmon disease afflicting the fish of Scotland la causing 
anxiety, and It Is feared that it will extend to all the rivers of 
the country. Sir Robert Cbrlstlson, Bart., describes the disease 
as “ a branching fungus, which attaches Itself In the first Instance 
to those parts of the fish which are destitute of scales.” The Ir¬ 
ritation tbns produced causes the fish to rub Its scales off against 
the sand and gravel, In doing which great cuts and gashes are In¬ 
flicted, leading to death by exhaustion. Carefully conducted In¬ 
quiry has failed to reveal the cause of this epidemic, which last 
year killed multitudes of salmoo, and ihiiii do less destructive 
this year. There Is no longer any disposition to attribute It to 
town sewage, as experts agree that the Influence of all the refuse 
that goes Into the rivers Is luadequste to account for It. 

Another Medal Awarded. —The Sodete d’Acclimation of 
Paris has just awarded a medal of the first class to Mr. Fred 
Mather, Assistant to the United States Commission on Fish and 
Fisheries, for hla care and attention In successfully transporting 
100,000 eggs of the California salmou to that country, and which 
were hatched and are now In the rivers of France. The eggs suf¬ 
fered no more loss than If they had remained in the hatching 
troughs Instead of being placed on trays in a refrigerator.— 
Rochester Express. 

Piotes as Bait for Leeches.— At Pyramid Lake, says the 
KnterpiUr, the I’lute fishermen resort to what would appear lo 
be a very disagreeable expedient In order to obtain bait. They 
dlvest themselves of their clothing and go Into certain shallow 
pools, where they lie and wallow about for a time, when they 
come out stuck full of huge black leeches. By the time they 
have stripped off the ugly creatures they are covered with blood 
from head to foot. The leeches are Used as bait for trout. 


Small Fry. 


—An extraordinary scene was witnessed on the Dee, In England, 
a few days ago. A storm washed a quantity of poisonous liquids 
from Pickbtll Brook, which drains several lime and lead works, 
Into the Dee, and the fish Immediately began to sicken and die. 
They hastened to escape the poisonous water, and came floating 
down the river In tbousauds. Some were dead, and others were 
hurriedly rushing down stream to escape out to sea. At the 
causeway beside the old Dee mill, a large crowd had congregated 
to see salmon and salmon trout, pike, roach, and bream, franti¬ 
cally endeavoring to throw themselves over. Hundreds of men 
and boys lined the river, busily engaged In killing fish, and several 
fine salmon were caught. A boy secured a large salmon by the 
tall, and the monster would have dragged him in the water had 
he not relaxed his hold. It Is believed that the river has been 
cleared of fish for fourteen miles up .—tendon Times. 

—A Norwalk Clam-bake.—In the Tinvs, last Suuday, I saw an 
Inquiry about the proper way to roast clams. Having had some 
experience |n that line, permit me to answer the Inquiry. Select 
a level spot of ground, sheltered from the winds, and on It place 
a layer of stones to cover such spice as may be deemed necessary. 
Round stones, cobbles, are the best. On these place kindlings, 
covered with wood to the depth of about two feet, ignite, and let 
the whole barn nntll only small coals are left; rake these off, 
and Immediately cover the hpt stones evenly with damp aea-weed 
to the depth of eighteen Inches; on this empty clams In sufficient 
quantity; over these place sea-weed to the depth of two feet, and 
cover all with a sheet of muslin to retain the steam; leave the 
clams until properly cooked, which will be In about two hours; 
then rake out and serve as desired.— B. W. Maples, Secretary of 
the Fat Men’s Association.

that locality. There las certain part of the bey where no nets 
are allowed, but they get over there occasionally.

Field Trial Judging In Germany. 

BT WILDFOWLBR. 

During my stay at Hanover for the last dog show, several emi¬ 
nent German sportsmen, amongst whom were Prince Solma, and 
Baron Alvensleban, did me the honor of asking my opinion on 
the system of Judging employed by the Saxon Field Trial Club 
in Germany, and submitted their rules end scales of points to 
my appreciation. As the subject Is one of Interest lo everyone 
who appreciates good dogs at work and who wishes justice to be 
done them when publicly running against each other 
for prizes, I cannot do better than submit the whole case to the 
readers of The Field. 

I must first premise that Prince Solras, Baron Alvensleben, and 
the other German sportsmen who discussed the matter with me, 
were unanimously of my opinion—as expressed previously In the 
columns of The Field —viz., that any system where It may happen 
that the second-best dog Is at once put out, because, by bad luck, 
he had to compete agHlnst the best dog, is totally inadmissible. In 
short, after having tried all the dogs, those should wlu who had 
performed best, sod they should be placed In the list of prizes ac¬ 
cording to their individual performances. This being so, the 
beats plan is entirely slid forever condemned, at least lu Ger¬ 
many, and It should have been done away with lu England too, 
a long time ago. 

In order to Insure the dogs being placed according to their 
merits, the Saxon Field Trial Club have devised the following 
system. The dogs are drawn by lots and »re run In pairs, and 
then are awarded points according to their work. This Is per¬ 
fectly rational and as It should be. Thereby, If two dogs run¬ 
ning together score the same, or nearly the same, number of good 
points, they both remain In the stakes, and will have to be tried 
again, either against each other or against those of the dogs which 
may have performed equally well with themsevea. Now, this Is 
sensible, and It doea away entirely with theabomliAhle system of 
the heats plan, which, by mere bad luck, may put the second-best 
dog out of the stakes, and award the second prize to a brute. In¬ 
finitely Inferior to him, but which Is subsequently announced as 
having, at the field trials, beaten the crack dog. 

I now beg to append the German rules for the awarding of 
points. 

SAXON FIELD TRIAL CLUB—AWARDINO OF POINTS. 

I. The number which both dogs have to make Is fixed at 80; 
In this number the good aa well as the bad poiuts are reckoned. 
As soon as 80 points are made by the two dogs the competition 
Is finished, and that dog is the winner which lias scored the most 
good, viz., the smallest number of bad points, after the good 
points have been deducted from the bad, or vice versa. If both 
dogs have more had than good points, of course the dog which 
hss the smallest number of bad points is the winner. In the 
event of both dogs having the same number of good and bad 
points, the judge Is entitled to Increase the number beyond 30, 
viz., lo add at least 10 and at most 30, but In this case all points 
made beyond 30 will not count. 

3. A score of 1 to 6 points will be given, according to the 
opinion of the judges, to the dog pointing winged game, such as 
partridges, pheasants, quail, etc.; and 1 to 3 points extra will be 
given to the dog if the birds are running, and be roads them 
steadily. 

8. A dog la not liable to either good or bad marks for pointing 
a bare; but when the dog chases the hare, and does not obey Im¬ 
mediately be is called, signaled by hand, or whistled to,he receives 
from 1 to 80 bad points. 

4. To flush the game mentioned under heading 2, without 
pointing It, or to point It and flush It, or catchlDg game Incurs 1 
to 6 bad points; and chasing It, 1 to 30 bad points, according to 
the Judges' decision. 

6. Every false point Incurs 1 to 8 bad points; however, should the 
dog perceive bis mistake, and, without delay, search for his game 
further on, hla bod marks are not scored to him. 

6. If a dog points small birds (larks, etc.), or anything which 
la not to be hunted for, he will lie penalized by from 1 to 5 bad 
marka. 

7. If a second dog backs Instantaneously, he receives 1 to 8 
good points. If a dog does not see the pointing of the other, 
he loses nothing If he consequently does not back him. Should 
he, however, have seen the pointing of the dog, and failed to 
have harked him, he receives from 1 to 3 bad points. 

8. If the dog, as soon as be Is ordered, or a shot Is fired, drops 
or stands perfectly (till, he receives 8 good points; but he will 
receive 1 to 80 bad points, according to the judges opinion, If 
he shows himself gun-shy, and does not appear willing to go on 
with hla work afterward, although he may be ordered on over 
and over again. 

9. A dog may win a match wltbont having received any good 
points, but no dog can claim a first or second prise, and any 
part of the amount of entry fees given aa added money, when 
he has not made any good points in hla running, sod only by a 
smaller number of bad points has shown a superiority over hla 
adversary; be, In short, must have a balance of good points to 
lake a prise. 

10. When a dog doea not answer lo call or whistle, from 1 to fl 
bad polnta can be given. 

II. The dog mast not break fence, or, In his ranging, get al¬ 
together out of the tight of the Judges, or the mistake Is pun 
tshed with I lo 80 bad points, just like chasing. 




A strange feature of this German code of point* to that which 
declares that a dog gets neither good nor bad points for Pouring 

hares. Why sol I should give good marks for pointing here* 

when it was done, but should not notice the matter If the dog 
did uot notice the 6cent and went on wltho it pointing. 

As regards hare chasing, In puppy stakes, the offence should 
he very leniently visited on the offenders </' (Ary slop charing then 
called upon to do $o , for it Is very bard on a young puppy to resist 
the temptation, aud If he stops when told to, It shows that, his 
breaking has been really good. But, of course, M the puppy 
chases outright—In spite of whistle or voice—then the thing to 
very different, and If he. Is turned out—serve him right. 

Respecting deliberate Husblug, the penalty is not sufficient, as 
stated in No 4. A dog that points, and deliberately puto up Us 
birds, in my opinion commits a far greater fault than the dog 
who goes fifty yards after a hare. , 

Again, the penalty for refusing to back, as shown in No. ., Is 
too slight. 1 should give six bad points to a dog who deliber¬ 
ately turns away, and goes again on his. own ranging when he 

“But!attheaame time, it should be borne In mind that a good 
deal depends on the dog who Is pointing. Thus, If a dog, A, Is 
given u Ttalcc pointlug, and his ruuuer, B, finds Mot out, proba¬ 
bly B will, eventually, decline to back A, Domattor If A* polo 
he eood or bad, as B has no means of ascertaining If the point 
be a true or a bad one. This being so, the pointing Jog* pre¬ 
vious conduct, if bad In that respect, should atone, to some ex 
tent, for the defective backing of hte companion. 

I now give the

pecUve numbers of points, first and second; or, If nearly equal, to 
run again for final decision. The same running should take 
place for second prixe, If the third dog should be nearly equal In 
good points with the secoud best dog." 

I will now conclude with a few remarks. 

Now, at all field trials, a great deal of chaff Is mixed with the 
wheat, and therefore I think a great deal of time Is wasted by 
continuing the trial of dogs, who, from the start, show neither 
fOTm nor breaking. Therefore. I sbouldpertalnly discountenance 
[he nZwhlch would require that each dog should have three 
times the chance of making points on game, as this would en¬ 
tail an enormous waste of time. 

Owners and breakers of Indifferent dogs will object to this re- 
mark of mine. vkuIdk rightly enough, that their dogs Improve 
”, thev r^n“ b^hen, public field trial, nave not for object to 
finish the education of Imperfectly broken dogs, and those men 
who have such, have no business to enter them at all. Therefore, 

I contend, that the first runs through the card should be done In a 
Mimmarv way, and only those dogs should be kept In for the ties, 
an” thVa"plication of'the scale of points, who would have shown 
sterling merit In their first run. Consequently, I should nether 
agree to running the dogs at first for either a certain length of 
time, or until each has bad three chances to point. Moreover 
the choice of the fields should not b« allowed, and the winning 
dogs, if they had chanced to have seen no hares during their run¬ 
ning, should be run until they have seen some. W bat to sauce 

for the goose, is sauce for the gander. If dogs are to be given 
three chances to have good marks by pointing three times, they 
must also be submitted to the ordeal of fur. In this case, the 
Choice of fields should be left to the discretion of the judges, so 
as speedily Aud hares on open land. I have several more re- 
,narks to make, but finding my paper growing to a great length, 
I must now atop, but some other day I trust I may be allowed to 
discuss the matter stil l further .—London fi eld.

After all dogs have been tested running In pairs, the two 
dogs who score the highest number of positive point* are the I 
winners of the stake, or, If nearly equal, have to compete again. 

If we, then, compare the two scales, It will be perceived that 

the point, awarded by » Stonehenge," for pace and style in bunt¬ 
ing, and for nose, are disregarded In the German table of potet. 
As regards nose, I think It Is a mistake to have left It out: but as 
concerns pace sod style of hunting, the way 
carried on In Germany being so very different from that resorted 
to here, possibly may account for the Indifference shown In the 
German scale of points for pace and style. The field* are smaU 
and cramped, and the sportsmen object to wide ranging. There¬ 
fore as they are the beet Judges of their requirement*, no great 
importance should be attached to pace having been left out of 
the points, but quartering or style of hunting should certainly be 
noticed; for, admitting that a dog may not be required there to 
go very fast and wide, let him at least quarter bU ground well, 
and be rewarded when he does so; whereas, It will be observed 
that no good point* are given for quartering In the German scale 
of points, although the dog Is certainly penalised when be doe* 
not quarter well. 1 therefore think that the German Kale with 
the addition of good points being given for nose, good quarter - 
Ing, and style of hunting, would be very acceptable. 

Since writing the above I have received a letter from Prince 
Solms, In which he proposes a system combining to two plan* 
and proceedings u follows: . 

“ The dogs to run In psirs, according the lot* drawn, ana 
the trial to be continued until each dog has had three times the 
chance of making points on game, and the poeltire and

, the field to touch a feather. Many dogs dislike to retrieve par- 
titular kinds of game; woodcock Is often an object of dls Ike^ It 
I ludge from Its peculiar scent: but In some cases It appears to be 
from the feel or taste of the feathers, Judging from the way some m, 
dogs who retrieve them turn them over and over In their mouths, «• 
and seem anxious that you should take them from them a. soon eu 
as possible. Again, a dog may refuse to enter briars, or cold P<- 
watonorto lower his nore in sawgrass; If your dog retrieves to « 
Dlease himself, and such inconveniences do not please him, you ot 
must 6 retrieve the game yourself or lose It Who has not sy 
tramped with wet clothes and perhaps chattering teeth from 
venturing too far In cold water to secure his game! Still more d 
annoying is It to lose the game entirely from the capriciousness o 
of an ill-trained dog. When you punish these play dogs for not g 
retrieving, you must give up using them as retrievers or break a.

Formerly It was thought Impossible to teach a dog to retrieve 
If he refused to dolt; now compulsion is known to be the only m 
reliable way.

Pf< A large"majority of European sportsmen will not allow their 
retters, pointers, spaniels, or any finding dog to retrieve, claim-

tbe strong effluvia, rendering them Incapable of discerning the 
air- also, that the anxiety to retrieve the birds renders them un¬ 
steady at the charge and point, and liable to rush In and spoil 
the shooting. 

There to much truth In tho above, and It Is nice to have a dog 
whose special business Is to retrieve, but a majority of American 
sportsmen are men of limited means, and can not well afford the 
expenre of many dogs, hence It has become customary to make 

one dog do It all. .... 

The habits of our varied American game has rendered It neces¬ 
sary that the sportsman should have, at least, one retriever. 
Thickets, bogs, swamps, bays, rivers, lsgoous, lakes, creeks, 
marshes, and drain ditches, all of which the sportsmen of America 
encounter while in quest of the numerous game birds, make the 
rervlcesof a retriever of such Importance that I have heard many 
of our Delaware sportsmen declare that they considered a dog 
next to useless If he would uot retrieve. Upon the question of 
finding dogs retrieving or not, much can be said on both sides; 
that Is, In careless hands, a dog becomes unsteady from anxiety 
to retrieve, a fact which none will deny ; and, for the sportsman 
who can keep but one dog, It Is a necessity for him to be a re¬ 
triever from both land and water. 

The value of a retriever depends, of couree, upon the thorough¬ 
ness of his training. Many so-called retrievers are unworthy of 
the name, as their masters are also often unworthy of the name 
of sportsmen. To their shame be it said, they set the poor ani¬ 
mals a bad example In many ways. 

Because they have no system In their shooting, neither will 
their dogs have system In their work. They pay no attention to 
the wind, weather, or shape of the land on entering a field, are 
lust as likely to enter It down wind as up wind, thus putting the 
dogs to a disadvantage, rendering them liable to overrun or flush 
game, by being unable to smell against the wind. Are Just as 
apt to rush for the game as soon as It Is shot down, without even 
so much as noticing the dog—man and dog pell-mell; should 
the man lay hand on the bird first, plump it goes Into the game- 
bag, possibly leaving the dog searching In vain until the gun Is 
loadedTnot to speak of the birds which may be flushed and 
escape by this wlldcap, preudo sportsmanship. Three years ago, 
before we Introduced the Chicago Field and other sporting 
papers Into our country, which (ms taught our sportsmen much 
that was unknown to them oLthe true enjoyment of field 
, sports, this was the precise of nlnV>ut of every ten who shot for 
pleasure here; aud I have ever mund It so throughout the 
different parts of America In which I have shot. 

Refinement In sport Is as estontlal to men of refined tastes as 
It Is In any other pursuit In life. 

The rollicking, harum-scarum, would-be retriever, though he 
man bring the bird tenderly, Is far from perfection, and he who 
la satisfied with mediocrity can never know the full measure of 
enjoyment which Is bis privilege. Without system any csllng or 
pursuit In life can be, at most, only partially successful. The 
enjoyment of pursuing our business or pleasure 1s measured by 
our success, aDd In no pursuit does success depend more upon 
system than In field sports. 

In training dogs for field sports It Is either science or splatter- 
dasb Science drops to shots or stands his ground at the report 
“ of the gun, and marks the dead game when ordered to retrieve ; 
t goes business-like to work to recover It, and, should he In hto 
It anxiety to find, overrun a close-lying bird, the shooter Is prepared 

„ Splatterdash makes wildly to retrieve, with empty gun, and 
V mayhaps, In the search, loses many opportunities to bag game. 
.. When at the charge 8clence will lie quietly though the bird flut-

The Resalt of Overfeeding.—What a Post-Mortem Re¬ 
vealed.

Editor Chicago Field:—O n July Snd my Norfolk spaniel 
bitch whelped six beautiful puppies- In a recent Issue of yours 
I see In “ Answers to corrcspoodentents'' some advice you give 
a writer, In regard to the care of a bitch before and after whelp¬ 
ing According to that advice I see where I made a fearful mis¬ 
take in feeding my bitch while in pregnancy, and In consequence 
I have laid five of those little pups away under the sod, and oh I 
bow the poor little things suffered for a day previous to death 
and for raaDy day§ to come I shall hear their agonizing yelps and 
moans ringing In my ears, and to think that through ignorance 
and mistaken kindness I was the cause of It. Tou advise feed¬ 
ing once per day for the first four weeks of pregnancy, then twice 
per day until time of whelping; then after the secretions of milk 

come, three times, etc. • .... 

I always fed regularly twice a day up to the time my bitch 
showed signs of being with whelp, then I commenced to feed 
three times per day, with all the milk she wanted between meals. 
The bitch Is nearly two year* old and has always been remarka¬ 
bly healthy and vigorous, and I expected to rear some fine dogs 
from this litter. Last Friday I noticed two of them showed signs 
of uneasiness, breathing very laboriously, heads elevated in the 
air continually, abdomens swollen and Jerking fearfully, short 
sharp yelp* ending In moans, an Inclination to climb up In the 
corners of the •' bench” and rest their Jaw* against the walls, un¬ 
able to nurse at all. The symptom* in all the same. I gave 
them all a small dose of oil, which operated freely and seemed to 
eare them for a time. Finally tbelr cries became unbearable and as 
they were too young to administer any medicine to with any 
hope* of recovery, I drowned them. ... . . 

I then held a post mortem on one of them. I am not Just sure t 
did It according to “ Hoyle,” but I discovered the cause of their 
mttory. The stomach had a knot of worms In It rolled up about 
tbe stse of a hickory nut, and every Intestine was gorge** w . lth 
i worms, varying In site from an Inch to two and one-half inches 
i long, and whitish In color.

THE SEVENTY-FIVE HOUR WALK FOR THE i 
CHAMPIONSHIP CUP. 

Another seventy-five hour walk has been held, and another j 
champion pedestrian exhibits with pardonable pride the beautiful 
cup which he won by the superior abUlty of bis educated feet. 

At 8h. 35m. 4s. p. m., on Wednesday, July 80, the referee, Dr. 

N. Rowe, called before him on the eight laps track at the Chicago 
Exposition building, three anxious pedestrians,aud giving them a 
few words of advice to walk a fair square heel and toe walk, 
started them upon their seventy-five hour jaunt. 

The contest was for the Champion Seventy-five Hour Cup and . 
a stake of $1,300; the money In the hands of the New York Sporle- 
man, upon the following conditions: If all of the three contest- 
ante covered the distance of 260 miles, the first to take the cup and 
stake, and fifty per cent, of the gate money, and the others thirty 
and twenty per cent., if only two made 260 miles the gate money 
to be divided, sixty per cent to winner and forty per cent, to 
second; If only one contestant made 260 miles, he to take all; 
or if none of the contestant* covered 260 miles, the one with the 
highest score to take all—cup, stakes and gate money. 

The pedestrians started off at a hot pace, cheered by tbelr 
crowds of friends, for two of them were well known, and great 
favorites, aud about the towering bead of the ‘ dark horse, from 

Deadwood, there twined a halo of mystery. 

John Dobler who drew the curb or inside position was the 
young Bridgeport boy, who won second place In the O Leary con¬ 
test for the seventy-nve hour champion belt of the world, by a 
score of 263 miles. He is a slim, nervous, high-stepping stayer, 
and Just as modest and determined as he was successful. His 
friend* started him off with a “ hurrah” and he may be said to 
have bad the crowd with him. ... ,. 

George Guyon—the prettiest, honest heel and toe walker, now 
on the sawdust In America, was second. His beautiful physical 
development, fine form and dashing style was admired by all, and 
particularly by the fair sex, for It Is only Just to say for George 
that “ be had the ladles, more than six hundred being In attend¬ 
ance upon the opening night. Upon the outside of the tan bark 
and trying to balance himself upon the track, and looking com¬ 
placently down upon bis competitors, listlessly reposed Rler, the 
Dakota giant, his eyes filled with a far-away dreamy gaze, seem¬ 
ing to carry him In imagination far from the oentre of civiliza¬ 
tion, to a spot where he had straddled mountains aud eaten red 
men. “ Dark ’’ stories were afloat of how this massive Deadwood 
trapper, miner and scout had placed miles behind him, and he 
waa generally looked upon as a sure winner, although public sym¬ 
pathy was wjtb the favorites. 

At the word “ Go,” Dobler led away at an eight mile gait, 
Guyon at his heels, and Rler taking his time. Dobler s first ml e 
wm made Id 8 m., 50 mc., Oujon’i In 8 m, 61 Me., Rler • In 
9m. 47mc. At the end of the flmt boor Dobler led with 5 mliee, 
and 5 lap*; Guyon next with 6 mile* and 4 laps; Rler a btgpthtrd 
with 5 miles and l lap. 

As the walk proved rather common-place In the distance cov¬ 
ered, and as the winner wsa not pushed, we will not enter Into 
detail of miles, hours and day*. In general, we may say that 
Dobler, the winner, waa In fair condition and seemed sound a* a 
dollar In form and spirit. Guyon thought be felt well, so did 
Dan O'Leary when his form gave way In New York. Too jnany 
hundreds of mile* In the last few months have been scored to 
Guyon’* credit There 1* a limit to every man’s endurance, 
i Guyon 1 * sciatic trouble* caused him to fall—the trouble overtook 
s him because hi* vital power* were too nearly exhausted. As to 
1 Rler, the weight of nearly 900 pounds and stature of near 7 feet, 
little need be said. He led at th* first day’s end because he 
» stuck to the track and covered 100 mils* In S4 hour*, wlthllm* 
to spare. When he took hi* first long rent hi* hip*, ha said, go* 
’ soreTbut the fact is, his heart was broken, and threats a* well *a 


persuasion failed to keep him on the track. He proved himself 
devoid of pluck.

At the close the score stood Dobler, 229 miles, 8 laps; Guyon, 
188 miles, 4 laps; Rler, 160 miles, l Up. 

We give oar readers t portrait of Dobler and the cup. Dobler 
Is but a few mouths over twenty years of sge, and wss born In 
Bridgeport, III. He is a young prodigy, and If he Is careful to 
avoid “walking himself out" he Is destined to be very dangerous 
In any contest, no matter how great the distance. The cup was 
manufactured by John B. Mayo aud Co., 171 State Bt., under the 
Palmer House, and is a work of art. Its value Is $250. 

Tub Mkssinx Quails.— From various soucres we learn that 
the Messina quails recently Imported aud turned loose, are doing 
well In their respective localities. Mont Cltre writes that the 
nests of those turned out about Clsrmout N. H., have been 
found, but unfortunately, four of them with about sixty eggs were 
destroyed by the mowing machine. The following paragraph 
from the Btrathroy, (Canada), Age. tells the B*me story. Can’t 
something be done to avoid this wholesale destruction by mow¬ 
ing machines) Says the Age: 

“Tho Messina quails, which were Imported aud turned loose 
this summer, are doing well, from all accounts Two weeks ago 
a nest with fifteen eggs waa found In a meadow where the hay 
was taken off. The passing of the mower and hay rake over the 
nest caused the birds to forsake It. Five of the eggs were kroken 
by a wagon wheel which also passed over It before It waa dis¬ 
covered. The birds eat grass boppere and small Insects, which 
are very abundant this year.” 

The Field Trial Rules.— The National Kennel Club 
field trial rules are nearly ready to be published. No changes 
will be necessary in the training, from the rules of previous trials, 
excepting that puppies will not be required to retrieve. The 
location of the trials has not been definitely settled, nor can It be 
until aliout the middle of October, wbeu the officers of the club 
will decide, after having Inspected the different localities and 
satisfied themselves of the most accessible, and best stocked with 
game; but some central portlou of Illinois will probably be 
chosen, and the date about Nov. 15.

The Buffed Grouse. 

Boston, Mae*. 

Editor Cmioaoo Field:-W hat do I think of lhU gam* bird, 
do you sak I Well, If I ehould tall you all that I hav e thought 
about him In the past—how I have atodled and tried to under¬ 
stand him, have been provoked and fooled by hi* cut* ur |*J u ' 
have hated and admired him togetliar, yea, have often dreamed of 
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blu. In my »le«p— 1 fear that should I relate the whole story that 
It would be so long so article that It would become tiresome tor 
your readers. But let us consider this bird a few moments, and 
look at him attentively as he stands before you In his “ native 
wild woods"—see him as be stands before you with bis proud 
and haughty bearing, bis erect and taaeeled head, his beautiful 
variegated plumage, with the full dark floss banging about his 
neck; notice bis splendid tall spread out like a tan when be 
walks off before you, with bars of colors like a fancy ribbon, 
and last, but not least, watch bis sharp and “ piercing wild 
Indian eye," then add to the same his alertness of movements, 
quickness of seeing and hearing, not forgetting bis tremendous 
velocity when on his pinions, tbe roar that be startles you with 
when be springs from the ground, and you have a general out¬ 
line of the most noble game bird In the world, and truly deserves 
the appelatton of the "cock of tbe woods!" But this splendid 
bird not only Is proud In his bearing and splendid in his plumage, 
but he Is also a plucky and gamy fellow. Like a little Bantum 
rooster, he 1s ready for battle at any time. Just let another cock 
grouse come fooling around his woman, and see how soon the 
battle will commence, and how severely the war will rage. He 
will not sneak off on such occasions and leave bis darlings to tbe 
love of strangers; "death or victory, or both," la hla motto. 
Again, you must study "our mutual friend" with the eyes of s 
scientific sportsman, who, with trained dogs and high cost 
breech-loaders and a variety of good reading as found In the 
leading sporting Journal, the Chiovoo Field, and after putting 
all experiences and education of himself and others together, 
then go forth young man Into the thick brush and dark woods, 
and let this “dark-eyed son of the forest " outwit you almost 
every time, especially If you are unsophisticated and unlearned 
In the art. Do not, In the simplicity of your knowledge and 
“great expectations," Imagine that every lime that you point 
your tubes and pull trigger at this noble old cock, he will tumble 
dead to the grouod. If you do succeed In bringing him to bag 
when on tbe wing, you must have a smart shooting gun, a strong 
charge of powder, and hold squarely on to him or you will shoot 
In vain. There’s no fooling with him; he means business; and 
the sportsman, whoever he may be, that can, under fair circum¬ 
stances, “ drop him off the end of his gun " every time, can, in 
my opinion, shoot any bird that flies. In my opinion, he Is the 
standard work for a “ good wing shot," which calls forth and 
taxes In a variety of ways his nerve, judgment and experience to 
that extent that when he Is fairly successful In filling hie bag 
it gives the sportsmen more pleasure thau any other known 
shooting on the wing. 

How often it happens when hunting In the woods the old cock 
partridge, when perhaps lying quite near, will allow you to pass 
within a few yards of him, when off he goes the opposite way 
with a rush and a roar, the white of his tall seeming to say to 
you, “ not this time, If you please.” How provoked you are, 
and how the bad blood will rush to your face, when you con¬ 
sider "how near he was and yet how far he is," and your ugly 
thoughts speak of vengeance. 

Now the beat remedy for these little contretemps of this wary 
fowl In my opinion, when you feel satisfied that he is somewhere 
near you, Is to stop suddenly In your walk, standing still a dozen 
or twenty seconds, then moving In another direction suddenly, 
when Mr. Grouse, if In your vicinity, will most assuredly take 
wing, and, having got mixed on his points of compass of your 
position, will be very likely to fly In the wrong,direction for him, 
and give you a good shot. I think for success generally and for 
safety In particular, that to hunt the grouse In close cover two 
sportsmen are enough. Let the man who works tbe dog follow 
him In the trail of tbe bird and keep as nesr as practicable; and 
let Ills partner work something like thirty yards to the right or 
the left of tbe dog, as the lay of tbe land may suggest, working 
as far forward as possible without disturbing tbe dog. This 
plan will give the side man a shot frequently, which would other¬ 
wise be lost should be keep behind on a line with tbe dog. For 
It Is a fact, as all shooters can attest, that five grouse will flush 
through the dog, where one will lay to the point of the dog In 
late Fall shooting. Now It the side man can slip along gingerly 
and work ahead as described, with “ quiet caution,’’ so as not to 
disturb more than possible the game, he will, as I have often 
done, bag many birds that otherwise would go off, and only the 
whir of their wings be beard. 

I recollect once of getting square with these splendid birds. 
Three of us drove seven grouse Into a chestnut copse of heavy 
timber, the ground of which was covered with breaks as high as 
our knees. The writer took a stand on a crossing outside, and 
his two companions went Into the woods accompanied with two 
setters. “It sounded like a general training for about ten 
minutes," tbe old farmer said who lived near by. But we were 
successful In scooping the whole lot. Every grouse was brought 
to bag, and It was the first time In my life that I ever saw as 
many New England grouse or partridges killed under one small 
cover without some one getting away. 

The great difficulty that stands In the way of killing these 
birds is, that as men and dogs advance, tbe grouse runs and keeps 
so far ahead of the dog that when he takes wing, he is out of 
sight sod out of reach of the gun. If the hunter knows tbe 
shooting ground well, he can let his partner “ forelay" the bird, 
by sending him beyond and forward of where the game lies, and 
then as the former advances with bis dog, one of the hunters Is 
In a fair way to obtain one or more shots. Now, Mr. Editor, 
knowing I have made this story already quite lengthy, but with 
your permission I will teU a little story “ about a groute," be¬ 
fore I close this article, and the story Is perfectly true, too, and 
as I hear no objections from you, I will proceed: “ A friend of 
mine, an old and experienced gunner, with whom I have hunted 
many years (but now alas, no more), was with me one day In the 
woods on tbe side of a hill, when I noticed between him and 
myself s partridge (or grouse) suddenly Up his wings and come 
to the ground. I called to my partner to come toward me and 
put the bird up, which he did, and after the bird had passed me 
going down hill, I put on him and killed him. On going after 
him, what waa my surprise to find my bird banging from a limb 
of a small tree, swinging up and down by the bending and spring¬ 
ing of the limb, looking much like a rabbit that was strung up 
by the neck with s snare, and our dog Skip jumping up endeav¬ 
oring to get hold of him I I called my friend, Capt. D , to come 
up and see the “ new style I had of bagging grouse," and there 
In his presence I bent down tbe limb, unwound the string which 
bad whipped around It In the tall of the partridge, and put bird 
and string lnto#my game bag.—“Sequel to the story."—We 
found that the grouse had been In a snare that was near by, and 
probably tbe dog flushed him, when the snare broke from tbe fas¬ 
tened end, and when I shot him, as described, be dropped down 
through the branches of a small tree and tbe end of tbe string 
whipped Itself around the limb, where tt remained nnUl I took It 
down with tbe bird. ! made this remark to some friends of mine, 
" that It would seem an Incredible story, and had I heard It 
from others I should want good authority to believe It It Is a 
true story, as before stated, and I can only make the old adage 
to apply to this case, that “ truth Is often stranger than fiction." 
t felt pretty nice over this new way of catching and killing grouse 
as you may suppose I thought I oould then “go up to the head 
of the class” on my favorite bird, but I foolishly pul the whole 
story Into tbe Hod eng 9m, published then at W. Meriden, Oonn., 


aod within a few months thereafter I received word from a friend, 
who waa an old and experienced sportsman and bears the name 
of a reliable man, who said that “ I bad only duplicated hla per¬ 
formance, and with the same bird, tool" This of course made a 
discount on my high attainment In grouse shooting. A few 
words more and 1 have done. Sportsmen, I think, usually make 
a mistake In using too large shot when shooting grouse. Take 
the feathers off from one of these birds and the body shows It¬ 
self small, and large shot are more apt to miss the mark than 
medium fine pellets. I think for the New England grouse, called 
partridges, usually killed In cover, that Tatham No. 9 “ plus," 
soft shot, of about 545 pellets per ounce, are sufficiently large tor 
average fall shooting, and No. 8 plus, same shot, Is large enough 
for later shooting. 

Put In plenty of powder with these sizes of shot and the chance 
of success I consider Is increased over and above that in the use 
of the larger sized shot. I am Incllued to thluk that the new 
chilled shot made In this country will be an excellent article to 
use for this kind of shooting, as they will not flatten when strik¬ 
ing the bird, as will the soft. 

Let all of our sportsmen protect our noble grouse from des¬ 
truction by snares, and from being shot out of season, and we 
shall continue to lengthen out our most desirable sport In in¬ 
land shooting. Boston. 


Fun on the Big Wabash. 


Marshall's Ferry, III. 

Editor Chicago Field : — The Big Wabash bottom lands 
contain large tracts of timber, dotted here and there by 
small prairies. Tbe trees are large, tall, and thrifty, made 
so by the rich soli and overflow of the Wabash and Ohio 
rivers. Vines grow In profusion, in places covering the 
earth, and trunks and limbs of trees. Blackberry, paw-paw, 
persimmon, hazel, tbe wlld-roee bush and other shrubs, with 
grapes of different kinds, are Interspersed between the tall syca¬ 
more, gum, cottonwood, oak, pecan, and many other kinds of 
large trees, while tbe red-bud, mulberry, coffee nu’, hackberry, 
and smaller trees, brlp form a shade and more moist atmosphere 
tbau Is found on the higher lands. The wild nuts, berries, and 
fruit are good for the turkeys, ducks, coons, opossums, squirrels, 
and other animals and birds, not omitting the everywhere-pres- 
ent half-wild hogs. 

Bayous, sloughs and little lakes In all directions attract the 
wild fowl, which feed among tbe scraggly hushes, and coarse 
leaved grapes of their shores; and In the neighboring cornfields 
In the Fall and Spring, and mild winter months, the geese, mal¬ 
lards, widgeon, wood duck and teal are quite plonty, affording 
fine sport. But above all game, the wild turkey Is tbe most ex¬ 
citing, affords more satisfaction to bag, shrewdness In hunting, 
and last, but not least, moBt relished when rightly served ou 
the table, after a day's tramp In the woods with dog aud gun. 

My first hunt In these bottoms for turkeys was with three old 
hunters of this section. One line morning early In the fall, we 
bled to tbe woods; signs were plenty, but It was afternoon be¬ 
fore we succeeded In starting a flock, which as soon disappeared. 

I asked one of the hunters what had become of them and why a 
good dog would not be the thing to find them. He said we 
could do nothing with a dog, could not toll where they were, but 
could soon call them. We concealed ourselves a short distance 
apart, aud after all was still, one of the party commenced calling, 
which was soon answered by one, and then another of the youu 
ger of the flock, gradually coming nearer and nearer, when the 
crack of a gun put a stop to tbe answers for a short time, but 
another was after a while lured pH)near the caller, and he inet the 
fate of the first.. Thinking It dull sport for me, I commenced 
kicking around through the cover, when I accidently flushed one 
and cut him down with a charge of No. 8; one more was brought 
down which came sailing through the tree tops and had been (lushed 
by one of the hunters, which completed the score for the day,— 
tour fine, fat beauties. Belog satisfied that they could be hunted 
with a dog, I procured a fine young hound, with splendid nose 
aud voice. I paid no attention to him while running other game, 
but encouraged him on turkey tracks, which he soon learned 
wished him to hunt, and seemed to take as much pleasure In It 
as bis master. Turkles skulk and hide; like quail, they will keep 
just ahead of the dog, until they get P> where they are raised, 
or frequent when they will He like a stone. I have several times 
nearly stepped on them in the thick marsh grass. 

If a gang Is started a mile or so from their favorite resort, they 
generally run, or If crowded, fly to near their old ground. If 
there Is any water near, they will cross It, seemingly to cut off 
pursuit. Sometimes they will scatter In all directions, each one 
for himself, but do not go far, and a good dog will single them 
out and put them up, and by keeping well up with the dog I never 
fall to be near enough when they flap up out of some old tree 
top or clump of bushes, to riddle them either with No. 8’s in the 
first barrel or No. 4’s In the second. If one Is winged the dog Is 
sure to find and capture him; two or three good lusty fellows Is 
about all one cares to tote around, and In hiding them care must 
be taken to mark well the spot or they will be bard to find again 
and if It is a rainy day the dog may as well be kept at home. 1 
have never yet found one to lie close in wet weather. The darkies 
kill them from the back of a mule, with an old rifle, after their 
cur dogs tree them, and they sometimes follow tbelr tracks In 
the snow on a mule, and ride right Into a flock. When they 
take to the marshes a pointer or setter comes in play. Late In 
the Fall two or more gangs sometimes come together when there 
Is s fierce fight between tbe males, and tbe noise made by them 
can be heard s long way; they get so engaged In tbe fight that 
they frequently allow a person to walk up close to them. It 
would naturally be supposed that old wild turkels would be tough 
by their running so much,but I have captured some old patriarchal 
fellows and not one of them but was as tender as any bird I 
know of. L. 


back, Mr. Editor, we baited five minutes by Invitation of friend 
Fenntmore), turning to right and you ascend one flight of 
stairs, at tbe top of which you enter the same room from which 
he was aroused from bis slumbers on that memorable morning.

One hour’s sail from the Cedars and we enter Tuckerton Bay, 
following the beach channel some six miles to the southward, 
and the hotels at Beach Haven loom up to view. A nearer ap¬ 
proach and your eye meets with a Beet of some thirty sails 
moored to the landing, their white sails taut up awaiting their 
dally after-dinner parties. On our arrival at the Parry House 
we were met by Its good-natured, portly landlord, who Immedi¬ 
ately called our attention to a string of 24 weakflsh, weighing 85 
pounds, just brought In by two of his guests, Messrs. L. 8. Hart¬ 
well and Atwater, of Princeton, N. J. We also found some¬ 
one hundred and thirty-five guests asse nbled In the dining 
room, among which we noticed some of the elite of Philadelphia 
and tbe Jersey’s with their families. 

Beach Haven, which Bprang up like a mushroom, bids fair to 
become soon one of New Jersey's leading watering places. Its 
celebrated surf, fret from undertow, Its beautiful strand, and the 
superior sailing and fishing facilities Its bay affords, all com¬ 
bined, has not its equal on the New Jersey coast. Reluctantly 
we left the place, yet as time and tide wait for no man, and we 
had planned a day's hlue-flshlng on the morrow, we set sail with 
our yacht’s head to the northward. The wind lighting up we had 
a long passage., yet made pleasant by innumerable yarns, songs, 
lectures on eoup, diversified occasionally by friend P. W. L-, who 
acted In Ihe capacity of caterer, calling our attention to numer¬ 
ous corks Itobhlug up and down In our water-cooler. Boz. 


Oar Correspondent, Bo*, Visit* One or Forester’s

As you approach It from 
the bay It baa tbe appearance of a neat little villa, Isolated, It 
true, but surrounded sa tt Is by dark green meadows, Interspersed 
here and there with darker green cedars, fences aod buildings 
neatly whitewashed, aud with the dark blue ocean as a back 
ground, It presents a pleasing picture.

Breech Loading Appliances. 

BY ONEIDA. 

Often when looking over the well-filled advertising col¬ 
umns of the Chicago Field, the thought comes to me, 
bow very different la now the sportsman’s outfit, from 
what I can remember It some thirty years sgo. First, 
the gun Itself. Now is no longer needed tbe cumber¬ 
some flask or shot pouch. No further call Is there tor the 
then needful but awkward ramrod. The cartridge now Is 
the thing. No longer Is It a good hour’s work to clean tbe gun 
at the day’s cud, for ten minutes’ labor now docs the work. 
Numerous are the inventions to lighten the sportsman’s labor 
at home and abroad, and though each of these appliances has 
its merits, there are two of them at least that In my opinion can 
not be too highly commended. 

Although I am opposed to the writing of puffs, I think It the 
duty of every sportsm m to let others know when any particular 
tool has, upon fair trial, proved Itself to be for him a success; 
and there are two of those advertised that are, I think, to be 
particularly recommended. I refer to the pocket loader made 
aud sold by Dudley * Co., of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., aud the 
cartridge holders and belts by Pooler & Jouue, of Serena, III. 
The loader is a complete r nullum in parvo, doing perfectly all 
that It Is advertised to do, and occupying no more room lu the 
pocket than an ordinary pen knife. The belt and holders are the 
best things for the purpose that I have ever seen for carrying 
shells, whether of metal or paper. With the metal shell It is 
simply Impossible for the shot wad to slip, and when an empty 
one la replaced lu tbe belt it fits down so far below the level of 
the loaded ones that a blind man could tell by the feel that It 
was au empty one. For thosu who reload tbelr paper shells tbe 
holders work the same, and the empty shells are kept from being 
crushed. 

It Is not without experience that I speak, for I have used both 
the belt and tbe loader for over a year. Now that the shooting 
seasou Is drawing nigh there are many no doubt who are think¬ 
ing of providing themselves with some part of an outfit, and to 
all such I say, get a Dudley loader, and you will need no other 
loading tool; and when once you have tried wbat I think tbe 
belt, you will never want to carry shells In any other way. The 
loader will save you the expense of a tool for every separate op¬ 
eration in loading your shells, whether metal or paper, and the 
belt or the holders are good for field or forest, lake or river. 

Hoping these lines may be of use to some brother sportsmen, 
Is why they are written. What I have said I am rwt paid to say, 
but say it because I know it. 

As my notes on training to retrieve seem to have been ac¬ 
ceptable, I hope ere loug to speak In your columns, of my Ideas 
as to bow a dog should be trained lu all thlugs for the yard and 
the field. Professional trainers I do not presume I can tell much, 
but I may be able to give some novice a wrinkle for which he 
may be glad. If so, I shall feel well paid for my trouble. 

The Game and Fish About Kenn, Lai. 

Few places can offer so many attractions to the sportsman ss 
Beno. The gun need never rest In Idleness here for want of 
game There Is good shooting and fishing about Reno the year 
round The mountain streams are swarming with gamy trout. 
The Truckee river, flowing through the town, Is famous for Its 
fine fish. Trout are not now numerous in the Truckee, nor are 
they easily caught, but their size makes up for their compara¬ 
tive scarcity. But Pyramid lake abounds with them, big fellows 
that double up the rod and make the augler's reel hum with the 
music he likes best to hear. The lake fishermen call a five pound 
trout a “ small fish." They sometimes catch trout weighing 
ss high as seventeen pounds. A keen angler, with a fine fly rod, 
would enjoy “tying up" to such a fish all summer. If he could spare 
the time. As for shooting, one can find game any day within an 
hour's walk from town. Rabbits and quail are often noticed 
within the town limits. Tbe snipe shooting will commence on 
August I. Truckee Meadows Is their favorite resort A gun¬ 
ner can make a good bag of English snipe In the meadows, ouly 
a few miles from Reno. 

Thirty snipes In a day la not an uncommon bag on the Truckee 
Meadows. The Jack snipe is s very hard bird to shoot flying in 
a zigzag line that baffles the novice with tbe gun. It Is this 
eccentricity of flight and tbe solitary habits of tbe bird that 
make snipe shooting ibe finest kind of sport to many gunners. 
In the Fall comes tbe ducks and^geeae, to irmaln all Winter, 
Their morning and evening flights over the Truckee Meadows 
afford the best of sport to the gunner. The citizen of Reno ran 
shoulder hla gun at daybreak, walk to the meadows, shoot a 
backload of ducks, and return In lime for bre ikfeat. Brant and 
swao are often shot during the Winter. Curlew are numerous 
In the Fall. Bage hens aud quails afford fine sport In their 




Muon. Flock, of quail, we frequently wen within ‘wo mile, of 
town J.ck rabbit, and cottontail- are numerou. Mid always 
with ns In the mountain, the great black, or mountain grouse, 
are to be found, a magnificent game bird that trie, the gunner - 
utmost skill. These birds are larger than the domestic fowland 
make a royal dish for the table. Large game can be bunted in 
the mountains Deer are sufficiently numerou. to futnUb go^ 
hunting. One day last Winter a deer was chased by a loeomer 
tlve on the V. & T. road and captured by the engineer. Wild 
cat. and lynx .re sometimes found within a few mile, of town. 
There Is good dove .hooting all Summer long, and the birds may 
be found flmost at the door. The .booting .t Reno is good the 
year round, and the same Is true of the fishing. With a climate 
so dry and wholesome, bright .kies, abundance of game and fish, 
grand scenery, and all Its other attractions, Reno Is well adapted 
u a home for Invalids, and Is already a place of resort for eporta- 
men. The climate 1 b especially well suited to people with pul¬ 
monary complaints .—Reno Oazttti.

Englt-h Game Prospects. 

That there will be an unusual scarcity of all kinds of game 
tots season no one wUl be surprised to learn. Grouse have suffered 
considerably in Scotland, Wales and Yorkshire, toe sleet and 
snow falling during April and May destroying many eggs, and 
the continuous rains that prevailed later ou likewise flooded a 
great many nests, and even where young grouse were brought off 
ll was not nearly In such numbers as should have been the case. 
Partridges, though there was an unusual supply of old birds left 
last season, have fared worse than grouse. Tbe frosts of course 
caused quantities of eggs to be addled, and on some of toe low- 
lying grounds three-parts of the nests full of eggs were entirely 
spoilt by water. Certainly tbe old birds since their loss In many 
instances went to nest again, and should we have gome fine 
weather sportsmen may fully eipect to meet with a lot of hair 
grown birds on toe opening day. From Norfolk and 8uffolk tbe 
accounts are perhaps more favorable than from many other parts, 
attributable In a great measure to tbe soil In toe above counties, 

- this being light and dry. Nevertheless It Is said the coveys axe 
far less numerous than usual, and toe young birds very small, 
and on an average they number less than nine In a covey. We 
learn that scores of young dead birds have been picked up that 
had evidently died from cramp. There ts also an Immense num¬ 
ber of old barren birds, and, as a matter of course, tbe nesting 
has been much later than usual. As toe harvest promises to h. 
much later than "usual, coupled with toe fact of the young birds 
f being backward, many sportsmen no doubt will defer their bird 
s shooting for a fortnight or three weeks. Pheasants, more es- 
1 pectatlv the wild birds, bsvedone much worse than for years 
r past In the production of their young, toe nests not exceeding 
y od an average more than four In each. They are not, moreover,In a 
s very healthy state, therefore unless we have fine, warm and dry 
s weather Immediately, there wUl be a sad dearth of young wild 
e pheasants in October. Hares, like other game, have suffered 
f considerably from tbe wet weather, and though we cannot speak 
,f positively until tbe crops are cleared as to their production this 
e season, wc have heard very unfavorable account. Rabbits have 
d had their young destroyed hv thousands, In consequence of their 
>, “ stops ” being flooded.— JieiVe Lift. 


Texas Notes.— Wsco, Tex .—editor Chicago Field.— From 
San Antonio to Waco I passed through the paradise of the sports¬ 
men. Bob White’s whistle wss constant. I was always in sight 
of him gathering corn along the beaten road, and saw numbers 
of young covies. Around New Braumfells are to be found deer 
and turkey. The Comal river abounds with fish. At San Marcus 1 
saw more quail than I ever saw In so much prairie country. At 
Georgetown I killed a four prong buck not 200 yards from the 
road and not a mile from town. I saw turkey but did not shoot 
anv. We had a little match, shooting doves as they passed us 
sitiing on a hillside. At Belton I saw the first plover killed, six 
in good condition. From Belton to Wsco I pawed through as 
fine a quail country as a sportsman ever saw,with deer and turkey 
in abundance, and a few bears; saw a few wild cal. and one leop¬ 
ard cat, but could Dot get a shot at them. Waco has so many 
good shots that quail are getting thinned out, but good cover will 
always preserve enough to afford a good day s sport. Hill county 
adjoining is alive with deer and turkey, sparsely settled, and In 
forty miles we reach goovl ground. . ALMO.

Seals and Heal Hunting. 

1 think 1 can best comply with your request« to give some par- 
• These letters are written by a Danish native of Greenland, who baa 
passed between *0 and 80 year* tn this country.—Ed L- 8.J. 
ticulars about animal life and hunting In Greenland,by first describ¬ 
ing toe seals, as they figure most prominently In everything con-- 
nerted with the domestic economy °* toe Ice-bound colon ee of 
Denmark. For by these we live. Were it not for toe seals and 
other marine amphibia, traveling along the bleak shores of 
Greenland would he dull, and aa tbe whole Interior, with the ex¬ 
ception-™ far as we yet know- of one mountain top thirty 
m lies or so from the coast,!* covered with glacier Ice,the animal life 
la not a prominent feature of the country as soon a* you leave- toe 
eea In Greenland animals are all In all; plant* noth tag whatever. 
On our land-trips. In crossing the mossy bills, jrou will atop to ad¬ 
mire tbe charming way. of the little ky**ektaok (wbeatear) and 
toe orplngmlntak (mealy redpoll), those pretty tittle todMrd* 
that every year tn Spring In great numben. vl.lt the countries of 
the very 7 North Pole, a* I have learned from the wurkaof 
Arctic travelers. By the lakes the grave and qusenly gaitof the 
most graceful little bird I ever saw, toe oelouiulraortok (red- 
s necked phalarope) will attract your attention until It •"'Idenly t.

crossing it, and hiding among the rocks. Yon missed him, the 
more Is the pity 1 You ere too slow for e mountaineer, but never 
mind. We will forget our disappointment In looking forward 
to the splendid salmon we shall soon be catching in the limpid 
stream; that Is, If we don't lose our sport in a fight with the 
mosquitoes, those great tormentors of the damp money banks of 
toe streamlet*. But ahould we be disappointed In onr hope# of 
flshlug salmon In toe warm—comparatively, of course, for we 
are in Greenland—narrow valley, we will Indemnify ourselves by 
climbing the cool Ice-capped regions above, always hoping to 
fall In with a reindeer or two, maybe with a whole heard of 
them. But to confess tbe truth, I myself, during my long stay 
In Greenland, though I saw almost every other animal, and 
cllmed a good deal aloft, have but once had the good luck to be¬ 
hold a live reindeer, though we often observed their trell In tbe 
snow on toe glaciers. But we must at once prepare to turn our 
face toward toe sea. 

Bear In mind that the Greenlanders are a hunting people, 
whose principal means of subsistence Is the seal, and most of toe 
other animals of the sea beside*. The chase on shore may be 

considered a mere pastime In comparison with banting at sea; 

but, of course, at stormy seasons with frozen seas It may also be 
carried on to some purpose. By-and-by I shall Introduce the 
different animals to your notice, but as the seal le the mainstay 
of subsistence In Greenland, I will, In these lines, endeavor to 
give you an Idea of the usual way of hunting It In the kayak—the 
moet remarkable llttlo bit or. boat that ever ploughed wild 
ocean The so-called kayak is a ekln canoe, sharply pointed at 
I both ends, measuring eighteen feet In length and two in breadth. 

In the middle part Is so aperture, a round hole, juat wide enough 
for a man to squeeze his body Into, and sit down at toe bottom, 
bis lege stretched forward, arms and body above the aperture. 

There he Bite, deftly balancing himself, and paddling bia double 
oar, quite unconcerned. He risks being swamped and capsized 
by the waves, but to the native kayaker, equipped for the pur¬ 
pose, a sea rolling over and upsetting him will find him presently 
emerge unscathed, and looking as if nothing had happened. 

I Wheu the sea runs high, and toe sky looks doubtful, the ex¬ 
perienced hunter wears his “kapitak,’’ or storm jacket, made of 
I waterproof sealskin, and provided with a hood fitting closely 
around his face. Being likewise securely fastened at the 
wrists and round the raised edge of the kayak hole, this 
jacket serves to fit and fix the hunter securely in his skiff, making 
; them one, as it were, and thus prevents a single drop ofwater 
from penetrating Into this most curious nutshell of a boat Othcr- 
I I wise the kayaker would soon be lost, as Is often, in fact the case 
1 In the degenerated state of to-day when toe Greenlander starts 
[ without his “ kapitak," and In neglecting this important pre- 
j caution, as well as many others of toe same nature, skims the 
3 I wild ocean in the airy costume of a mariner of the tropics, viz., a 
r light shirt and cotton trousers, and, Instead of the kapttak, an 
insufficient half-jacket, a circular skin-frame attached to the 
kavak In toe same way as the above, but In no other connection 
, with the man than that of enclosing his body as high as the ar.n- 
. pits, and thus partly protecting him, and enabling him to escape 
t from moderate-sized seas, which he often does with an ease and 

* grace that ts simply marvelous to behold, and which I never 

* UrTof recalling and admiring. Thus I see him ray brave 
H companion of old, ready for any exigency. However, I 
, suppose it is time 1 should bridle my own enthusiasm,

But at some dis¬ 
tance from tbeae hole* In the Ice tbelr energetic pursuer* keep 
watch in order to ehoot them as soon as they lift tbelr head 
above water, or when peaceably baaklng In the snn around the 
opening*, which they never loave for any great distance. The hun¬ 
ter lies down on the Ice, pulling hie akin Jacket up above 
his ear* *o as to cover bis face, and Imitating the man¬ 
ner* of the seal, he stealthily creeps—line and harpoon In 
hand—toward his prey; but on perceiving the slightest noise, 
the watchful animal will iuetanlly roll Itself down, and make It* 
escape through the hole. And now, partly from my own ex¬ 
perience, and partly from the observations and notice of those 
wise men who are never at a loea»for a Latin name to anything 
alive or dead, 1 will proceed^ dedicate to the aeale a chapter of 
tbelr own. There are In Greenland live or six specie*. _ Some 
of these Greenland subject* may be considered more loyal than 
their brethren, Inasmuch as they never leave the coasts of Green¬ 
land, while other* belonging to the migratory order* at times go 
abroad; and of these every kind of seal has Its own season. The 
saddleback, for Instance, In September, and the natsek and the 
kasslglak at other time*; and In Spring when—according to your 
own Tennyson— 

“ A fuller crimson cornea upon the robin’s breast," 

the fierce bladder-nose seal wends his way from east to west, 
turning the young men's fancy, not, like In the pretty poem, to 
thought* of love, but rather to feelings of persecution and 
slaughter, blending with hope* of a lucrative blubber season. 

The natsek or fjord seal (Phoca fatida), the floerat of the 
English sealer* of the Jan Mayen and Spitsbergen Seas, may 
properly be considered a native of Greenland, being stationary 
throughout the whole coast. „ A few stray Individuals of this 
species are known to migrate to the main drift-ice In Baffin e 
Bay In July, to return again as soon as the first bay Ice Is form¬ 
ing In September; or occasionally reappearing when the weather 
Is getting stormy. But the main stock, whose favorite haunt* 
are the Ice-fjords of Greenland, never seem to leave the coast at 
all Their scientific name Is derived from the nauseous smell 
peculiar to certain older Individuals, whereas this peculiarity Is 
Imperceptible in the younger specimens, or those of smaller slse. 
The blubber and flesh affords the dally food of the Greenlanders, 
and' its skin is used for every day garment*. 

The kasslglak, or spotted Beal (Phoca vitultna). This species 
are of all the most widely spread species, and the one most com¬ 
monly met with ou the northern shores of Europe; but much 
less numerous in Greenland than the nateex, though often cap¬ 
tured all along the coast. It seems to be as stationary as the 
former, and of about the same size. It* skin Is principally In 
request for holiday costumes of men and women, alike, particu¬ 
larly prized by the young folk. Its flesh Isa dainty. 

The Saddleback (Phoca Oroadandica).-^^ speoies, unlike 
the last named, Is a migratory species, being the principal kind 
chased by European seallng-*hlpa in the Spitsbergen and New¬ 
foundland Seas. Nevertheless, the Saddleback must be consid¬ 
ered a real Greeland seal from It* constant haunting our shores, 
and roaming our sounds and fjords regularly during the greater 
part of the year. Besides the usual valuable qualities of the 
seal the Saddleback possesses an additional valuable property In 
the 'strength of Ita hide, which, among all the seals, 1 b the only 
one affording boat-covers, an article of the greatest Importance. 
September Is the regular season for this seal to mako Its appear¬ 
ance. At this time of the year it Is pretty fat, but Its sheet of 
blubber greatly Increase* during the Winter months. It is 
mostly caught In October and November, gradually getting 
scarcer until It* total disappearance In February, when they 
probably resort to the Ice floes In Baffin’s Bay, In order there to 
produce their young. They regularly return off the southern 
coast in May, and ou the more northern shores In June, having 
then grown very lean, and lost more than half of their blubber. 
Having subsequently visited the Interior of our Greenland fjords 
In great herds, they again leave us In July, not to return, as 
above said, until September, when they take up their Winter 
quarters. The saddlebacks are, according to their age and differ¬ 
ent stage of development, divided into four or five different 
classes by the foreign hunters, The Greenlanders, however, 
generally speaking, only distinguish between the full-grown ani¬ 
mal* whose skin has assumed the half-circular dark-bued saddle- 
shaped patches on either side of Its body (hence the name of 
black-sides), and the half-grown ones, or blue sides, on "whom" 
these marks are as yet not fully developed. 

The Ugsuk, Thong seal, the ground or "grown” seal of the 
English sealers (Phoca barbatd), I*, if we do not count the walrus, 
the largest of seals, measuring ten feet In length; but I shall con¬ 
fine my praises of the Phoca ba'rbata to a single remark, on the 
Importance of Its big skin, which la considered to be the only 
well 111 for hunting-lines. ' 

The Bladdcr-noee (Cyetophora crutata) —This curious big beast 
Is well known from the bladder In Ita forehead, which In It* DU 
of fury It blow* up at wlU. It make* Ita tour round Cape Fare¬ 
well In May or the beginning of June, and thus benefit* the West 
Greenlanders by it* blubbery presence. The Bladder-noa* Is only 
occasionally found along the greater part of the coast, but regu¬ 
larly visits the limited tract* between 60 and 61 ° N. let. In great 
numbers, most probably coming from and returning to the east 
coast of Greenland. It generally appear* twice a year, but the 
principal visit Is paid at the above-named period, generally on a 
fixed date—the 20th of May, lasting till the end of June, during 
which time It affords a most lucrative sport It la very fierce, 
and, when wounded, not unfrequently attack* it* pursuer, 
splashing violently, and trying to bite him. Tht* hunt—moat 
hazardous to a man In a frail kayak, though never shunned—has 
been greatly facilitated by the use of the rifle. A Bladder-noae 
yields about l»0 pound* of blubber and 800 pound* of flesh. In 
Spring, when at Jullaneahaab (the southernmost colony of Green¬ 
land), our thoughts (those of the Dane*, I moan) solely revolve 
on one axis—the early expected arrival of our ships from Europe, 
with our longed-for letter*. The Greenlanders are In high an¬ 
ticipation of the first “outpost*" of the bladder-noae-via., the 
first SplUbergen Ice-floes, the great fleet that convey* the antici¬ 
pated welcome visitors. "Blkkoreult aggllerput!” ("The Ice-floee 
are coming I") rewound* In, sod stirs up, the whole little set¬ 
tlement, and even the Dane*, at least tboae that are con¬ 
nected with the Royal Board of Trade, are benefited by this 
hunting season, sa It give* th* superintendent of the colony a 
considerable commission, In addition to hi* Income ; and let It 
■ be remarked that there are also charitable, well-wlahlng Dan**, 
Wilt to enjoy the visit of the bladder-noae, from an altogether 
\alntereatod point of view. "The Ice-floe* are coming I” and 
the hunters' families who have g»t a* yet left the oolony for the 


being hurriedly finished, and tbelr equipment soon ready, off 
they go. This la a very pleasant time out among the Isle*. Once 
I myself went there with my family and some friends to test It. 
We, of course, brought our own tent and utensils, aud kept our 
own menage; but as regards our larder, our stock of raw materials, 
our fish and our flesh, we bad It anywhere and everywhere, on 
the rocks, among the newly-cut bladder-noae flesh, or In the sea, 
In the shape of the unsuspecting Cyetophora crietata, who the 
next moment would be likely to fall in prey to the gun or lance 
of our friend, the hunter. The place we had chosen was a nest of 
(slew, only separated by very narrow straits, so narrow that we 
could speak together from one shore to the other, pur 
evenings were particularly pleasant and lively; the smoke from 
the outside fireplaces ascending blgh In the air to light vapors, 
and the hunters returning one after another with tbelr second, 
third, or maybe fourth, seal; the women gossiping behind tbe 
open tent curtains, or before the hearths; and the unaffected 
laughter of the young people, now and then mUIng with the sing¬ 
ing of a psalm from another shore. The effect of the whole 
scene was enhanced by the mild golden rays of the western sun, 
waning behind the huge swimming shoals of the bladder-nose. 
On the whole, I think him the most romantic of seals.—8. N. R., 
In Live Stock Journal. 


A Smart Snake.

Editor Chicago Field:— For some years past I have been In¬ 
terested la making a collection of the snakes of this locality and 
studying tbelr habits, keeping at my place of business a large box 
or cage, with a glass front, in which I deposit the various speci¬ 
mens captured by myself or brought In by my friends from the 
country. Not long since one of our farmers, living a few miles 
from town, came In with a box which he informed me contained a 
fine large snake be bad captured near bis barn. On opening tbe 
box to transfer him to my den, It was found to contain nothing but 
the body of a full-grown rat. This disclosure was received with 
laughter by the crowd collected to see the transfer, at the expense 
of tbe farmer who gazed with astonishment at the transformation, 
stoutly asserting that he had placed no rat In tbe box, but on tbe 
contrary he was willing to swear he bad confined therein a “big 
chicken snake. On examination the box showed but one opening 
In the corner where an escape could have been possible, and through 
thle the body of the rat (which It was very plain to see bad been 
swallowed by the snake) could not be forced. It was evident a 
trial hadconvlncedblasnakeshiptbat escape with the rat was Im¬ 
possible, so he had relieved himself of the obstruction by dis¬ 
charging It, ond then slid out, having concluded, no doubt, that 
the loss of tbe meat was of no consequence compared with a loss 
of liberty.

No department of natural history Is better suited to demon¬ 
strate the change that has taken place In our methods of Inves¬ 
tigation, and our views of nature, than the chapter on parasites, 
particularly the tape worms, and other creatures living in the vi¬ 
tals of large animals. Likewise they throw a very unfavorable 
light upon the results of methods that are influenced by precon¬ 
ceived philosophical notions. Instead of resting upon‘an unpreju¬ 
diced Investigation of phenomona. Forty years ago parasites 
and tape-worms were looked upon as the product of a universal 
worm—diathesis of u morbid formative impulse— nieue forma- 
ttonr. In consequence of this,It wasassumed that the animal tissue 
of man and beasts Instead of assimilating tbe nutritious elements 
of food, changed them Into deleterious and morbid sarcode 
growth, out of which Issued at last the tape-worm. The medical 
treatment of both men and beasts In such cases was entirely di¬ 
rected against this noxious Inclination of the tissue. Powders, 
pills, and mixtures of all kinds were administered with the view 
of directing this dangerous formative Impulse, strangely located 
In the Intestines, from there to the skin, In order to kill it most 
successfully. Tbe same was the case with the tich, and mange, 
or scab. What sufferings were man and his dumb friends, the 
dog anil horse, subjected to, by physicians and surgeons, whose 
beads were filled with a great deal of Latin and Greek, but a 
very small amount of knowledge of natural history, until at last 
some one of more common sense than Latin grammar, and Greek 
syntax, applied the magnifying lense, and discovered tbe minute 
mite causing the Itching and swelling. But to return to tape¬ 
worms. Originating through an abnormal Impulse of the or¬ 
gans, each species of animal must necessarily have Its specific 
internal messmates. Similar species would naturally have sim¬ 
ilar parasites, thus, tbe dog and wolf, so closely resembling each 
other, their morbid organisms produced similar creatures. 

To be sure, the structure of these worms was a great objection to 
this niiiM theory. They were found to be fitted out with com¬ 
pletely developed organs of reproduction; they laid an Immense 
mass of eggs, passing off with the excrements. What need is 
there for such luxury if they originated out of tbe mucous mem¬ 
brane of the iutestlnes. Are these eggs produced simply from 
pleasure, or do they get back.for Instance, into the interior of the 
dog! Further investigation showed that the various tape-worms 
fouud In the most diversified species, such as man, the dog, the 
horse and the pig,all had the same books and suckers In their heads. 

Tbe tape-worm of man, for Instance, consisting of a long chain 
of segments has the same head as tbe creature producing measles 
in bogs, consisting of the head only, with a small bladder Into 
which the head can withdraw. This difficulty was got over with 
by the assumption that parte of tape-worms passed off from man 
were swallowed by bogs, but the locality being unfavorable for 
their growth they developed a head merely. A uew theory of 
tranafoimation. Finally, observation aud experiment comblued, 
did away with all these theories, and proved conclusively that all 
tapeworms,either of man or of animal,of herbivorous or carnivorous 
habits, were modifications of one and tbe same creature. This 
creature passes through two stages of development. At first it 
lives within herbivorous animals as tbe so-called bladder-worm, 
cuettcercue, having merely a head and a bladder; wheu one of the 
grass-eaters Infected by this parasite is consumed by a carnivor¬ 
ous creature or man, they pass Into the second stage of tape¬ 
worms. The eggs of these adheriug ultimately to grass or hay, 
are taken iu by sheep, cattle and other herbivorous and begin 
the circle of development anew. On tbe migration and trans¬ 
formation of these parasites a book might be , written and has 
been written lately, but from the shortly sketched history of our 
knowledge of them It is evident that they have changed charac¬ 
ter entirely ; from the product of a disease, they have become 
producers, from effect they have chaoged into cause. They are 
no more the morbid growth of an organism, but its most bitter 
enemy, penetrated from without. That from this our better 
knowledge a more scientific method of investigation resulted, is 
quite natural. New questions have arisen, demanding answers, 
if we are to battle successfully with this parasite. Where does it 
originally come from! For from the moment they were recog¬ 
nized as Independent creatures, Instead of morbid indigenous 
growth* of organisms, from that moment the conviction rose 
that tbe ancestors of these parasites must have been living in 
the open air a* Independent creatures and have only gradually 
developed Into the parasitical life, and It seems that the solution 
of this question has already been found. M. Vtllot, a French 
scientist at Grenoble, ha* investigated a minute mllleped, called 
glomerte, found in mosses and under stone*. Thee* lie rolled up 
In small balls during daylight, and at night they seek their food 
In rotten and mouldy matter. In the Interior of these i jy Se Vemu v. no , 

are small tubes opening luto tbe intestines, called malplghls 
tubes. At the end* of these tube* M. Vlllot discovered small 
shining clusteret*, consisting of a number of bladder or cyst- 
worms each of a circular form and fastened to the malplgblan 
vessel by a etem. Each duster contain* an old mother cyst 
which produced the daughter bladder* by budding, thus forming 
tbe duster. Within each of these stemmed cyate, called by Vll¬ 
lot—atephylocyatU—originate* a tape worm with a hooked pro¬ 
boscis, fouratomat* or sucking mouths, and a body joining neck-
